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Ferry rivals fear tourist bottleneck 


70-year sea link is broken

l.oss of the 70-year-old Ca¬ 
nadian Pacific ferry service 
between Victoria and Seattle 
might “create a bottleneck in 
summer tourist traffic be¬ 
tween Washington and south¬ 
ern Vancouver Island, two 
Washington ferry service of¬ 
ficials said Tuesday night. 


CP Rail announced earlier 
that it will discontinue its Vic- 
loria-Seattle-Port Angeles ser¬ 
vice and sell the 2.000-passen¬ 
ger ship Princess Marguerite 
when the season ends Sept. 
30. 

Barry Margetts. general 
manager of coastal marine 
operations for CP-Rail, told a 
press conference the ship has 
incurred deficits totalling 


$272,000 during the past three 
years and could not he corf* 
tinued as a viable o|>eration. 

“Unfortunately, this ship 
can no longer provide the 
quality’ of service the travel¬ 
ing public has come to ex¬ 
pect, ’ he said. 

In separate interviews, a 
Washington State Ferry Ser¬ 
vice official and a Black Ball 
Ferty official agreed that the 


loss of the Princess Mar¬ 
guerite during the summer 
tourist season “would present 
problems” to their ferry ser¬ 
vices. 

“The Marguerite was a hig 
tourist attraction in Seattle,” 
said Ralph White, Washington 
State Ferries assistant gener¬ 
al manager. “It means that 
next summer an awful lot of 
nut residents will he taking to 4 


their cars to visit Victoria and 
this additional load on our 
system will create problems.“ 
White said the company’s 
run from Anacortes, Wash., to 
Sidney had plenty of room for 
foot passengers but during the 
summer season there were 
always long line-ups at both 
ends of the run and, with the

The head of a 10-man mur¬ 
der investigation team says 
a murder epidemic is sweep¬ 
ing the province because girls 
peo»ist in hitch hiking. 

Staff Sergeant Fred Bod- 
naruk, head of the team 
investigating the murder of 
10-year-old Colleen MacMillan 
of Lac la Hache. says hitch¬ 
hiking girls are an easy lar- 
get for deranged people. 

He said the office of the at¬ 
torney-general might be an¬ 
noyed. but he believes some 
legislation is necessary to 
skip hitch hiking. 

The federal government 
seems to he sanctioning hitch¬ 
hiking with its “go-see Cana¬ 
da” program, said Rodnanik. 


In a statement, the hoard 
said removal of the year-old 
Shift-million subsidy would im¬ 
pose “an undesirably heavy 
burden on Canadian con¬ 
sumers.

“This constitutes a threat to 
the nutrition and good health 
ot Canadian families.” 

The board sliid it realized 
the need to restrain govern¬ 
ment S|jending because of the 
“intensity of current infla¬ 
tionary pressures,” adding it 
was also aware of federal ar¬ 
guments that the subsidy 
could end because family al¬ 
lowance and other payments 
are now being increased as 
Jiving costs rise. 

Rut it said if regretted the 
government’s decision td^end 
the subsidy now, when con¬ 
sumers are being faced with a 
number of food price in¬ 
creases. 

The board urged the gov¬ 
ernment to extend the subsidy 
until inflationary pressures 
ease and a long-term dairy 
policy is adopted or. at a min¬ 
imum, to extend to 12 from 
four months the period during 
which the subsidy gradually 
will be ended. 

As well it said the subsidy 
should be administered by 
consumer affairs rather than 
t*i*' agriculture department. 

* lt is ironic that ‘consumer 
subsidies’ should be handled 
by a producer-oriented de- 
pa rtment.” 

The board said it noted with 
particular concern the “se¬ 
vere price increases” for hoih 
bread and milk. It was carry¬ 
ing out an intensive review' to 
see whether bread price in¬ 
creases were justified.

Tlie emir »*f Abu Dhabi, 
ruler of a maioi oil-exporting 
country, said Tuesday Arab 
producers would lie willing to 
cut oil prices if Western na¬ 
tions reduce the prices of 
foodstuffs and manufactured 
products. 

The statement, the most 
concrete reaction so far to 
President Ford's effort lo talk 
oil prices down, was made by 
Sheikh Zayed Ben Sultan, 
eleried ruler of the United 
Arab emirates and the heredi¬ 


tary emir of oil-rich Abu 
Dhabi. 

Arab radio stations quoted 
Zayed as telling a meeting of 
foreijfn ambassadors in Abu 
Dhabi, “It would be unjust to 
discuss ways of reducing.oil 
prices while the cost of other 
commodities remained as 
they were.” 

He said oil prices were the 
only prices which had re¬ 
mained stable for the past 20 
years. 

’’ Now industrial countries 
attempt to exploit the situa¬ 


tion simply because oil- 
producing nations havp asked 
for their rights,” he said. 

Sultan said a new phase in 
relations between producers 
and consumers should begin, 
and “this phase should be 
based on justice and equali¬ 
ty." 

Other oil-producing coun¬ 
tries reacted with surprise, 
concern and indignation to 
Ford's speech in Detroil Mon¬ 
day*. 

A Reirut newspaper de¬ 
clared the Arabs had been 


threatened with nuclear war. 
Officials reacted more cau¬ 
tiously. A spokesman for the 
20-nation Arab League said. 
“If the United States wants 
co-operation with the Arabs, 
one would expect different 
words from Ford and Kis¬ 
singer.” 

Arab leaders were exacted 
to discuss the Issue at their 
summit conference Oct. 26 in 
the Moroccan capital of 
Rabat. 
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rial luncheon attended by 
B.C.'s ’NDP and Tory MPs, 
said he has hired an environ¬ 
mental research firm to pre¬ 
pare a report .in what could 
lie done if a large spill occurs, 
and expects the report to he 
completed by the middle of 
October. 

He also said provincial and 
inter-provincial ferry services 
in all regions of Canada re¬ 
ceive "substantial federal as¬ 
sistance" except the B.C. fer¬ 
ries, although they are part of 
the Trans-Canada Highway 
system. 

He predicted B.C. Ferries 
will lose aboul $20 million this 
year. 

“They always have lost 
money and always will," he 
said, "but it is a vital service 
and shouldn’t be the only such 
sysiem in the nation receiving 
no federal subsidies.” 

Ten Conservative MPs and 
both New Democratic Party 
MPs j.iined Barrett and sever¬ 
al members of his cabinet in 
condemning Ihe Trudeau gov¬ 
ernment for: 

• Failure lo co-operate in 
planning and funding an in¬ 
tegrated Lower Mainland 
rapid transit system: 

• Failure to act decisive¬ 
ly in the month-old grain shij»- 
ping strike: 

• Inadequate federal aid 
in providing chronic care hos¬ 
pital facilities. 

The Conservatives also cri¬ 
ticized the provincial govern¬ 
ment, especially for the $100 
million overrun in Human Re¬ 
sources Minister Norman 
Levi's department. 

Barrett said although some 
of Hie department's program 
costs had lieen underestimat¬ 
ed, it would not push B.C. into 
deficit financing. 

He said that M income. 
Pharmacare. expansion of 
chronic care or extra aid for 
underprivileged children were 
new programs, and “w*e 
didn’t know their cost..” 

Questioned about how many 
unemployed employables 
there are on welfare in B.C.. 
l-evi admitted that about 15 
per cent arr in that category, 
receiving aboul $23 million a 
year. 

He added he would welcome 
ideas on how' to remove them 
from welfare lists withoul en¬ 
dangering those unable to 
work. 

Barrett said he was "bitter¬ 
ly disappointed” that no Lib¬ 
erals attended the lunchtime 
discussions, saying the intent 
was «to help inform the federal 
government on B.C, needs 
and problems.

ROME (CP) Ontario pre¬ 
mier William Davis, his wife. 
Kathleen, and a 15-man news 
media contingent were nearly 
taken into custody Tuesday by 
a zealous Roman policeman 
who pounds a heat at the 
Fountain of Trevi. 

The comic nt»era-type in¬ 
cident »nnk place in front of 
the fountain, which was 
turned off at ihe time. 


A television icam from the 
British Broadcasting Corp. 
was attempting to interview 
Davis about his 15-day tour of 
Italy when the potlly police¬ 
man came running up, shout¬ 
ing in Italian that filming 
near the fountain was illegal 
without a government certifi¬ 
cate. 

'Ihe premier sUmd to one 
side and chuckled at the po¬ 


liceman. engaged in a frantic 
conversation with interpreter 
Paolo Meloni. 

"He wants lo take us all to 
the police station,” Meloni 
said at one point. 

The interpreter tried to tell' 
the whiie-helmeted policeman 
that Davis was "Tl primo 
ministro" as die Italians call 
him. 


“f don't care who he is,” 
the jioliceman replied. 

"I don't know him. Come 
with me." 

Inspector John Qloss of Ihe 
Ontario Provincial Police, who 
is accompanying Davis as « 
security mrtn. flashed his 
badge. The Roman policeman 
waved il away. 

Rul he 'apparently aban¬ 
doned Hie idea of arresting 


the whole group and settled 
on Colin Allison, a camera¬ 
man for the CTV network. 

"Tell him T haven't taken 
any film yet," Allison urged 
the interpreter. 

"For a while there I 
thought I was going-to have to 
practice a little law,” said thp 
premier when the party final¬ 
ly moved on, its number in¬ 
tact.

THE OTHER DAY Simma Holt, the noted 
Vancouver newspaperwoman and now a Lib¬ 
era) MP. made a rather curious statement.

Today’s young couples are caught in the 
biggest bind in housing history. The inflated 
v alues of land and housing have left many of 
them with two chances for home ownership 
— slim and none. 

Simma Holt has a short memory or 
Simma Holt would remember that back there 
in the early Fifties it w-as relatively easy to 
purchase a new home with a down payment 
v of SI.000 and on an end price of about 511,000 

Compare that with down payments of 
$10,000 on end prices of $35,000 and up today. - 
fnless there is something uTong with my 
mathematics, it was a lot easier for a young 
couple to ^care up a thousand bucks 20 years 
ago than it to lay hands on ten grand 
today. 

To start with, many young couple* were 
able to put the arm on parents for a $1,000 
loan back in the fifties, but it is considerably 
more difficult to talk mom and dad into a 
$10,000 loan today. Not too many parents 
have that kind of money to lend. 

And if they did, think of the impost this 
would put on the couple. Let’s say the mort¬ 
gage is $30,000 and at an interest rate of 11 
per cent — if they’re lucky enough to get 
such a low rate — they’ll be shelling out 3275 
a month on interest alone Add a certain 
amount on the principle, add up the light, 
heat, water, insurance, taxes and it has to 
come to another $250 minimum. Makes a 
grand total of $525 per month and they 
haven’t paid so much as a thin dimp on the 
$10,000 down payment loan from dear old 
dad. 

If they pay another $100 a month on it, 
without any interest at all. if would take 
them betier than eight years to square that 
debt off 

Simma Holt should remember that the in¬ 
terest rate a pouple of decades ago was about 
five or six per cent maximum. She should 
remember that taxes, services and all the 
other little niceties that go with home onwer- 
***• ship, were much lower 


Agreed, salaries are higher, but not really 
In keeping with the tremendous lump in 
house ownership Housing costs have out¬ 
stripped salary increases and a young couple 
is indeed fortunate to be able to own that 
vine-covered cottage today. 

Simma Holt’s memory plays trick on her. 
It was far easier for the young married of 20 
years ago and there’s not a single yardstick 
she can use to make it come out any other 
way . . . 


ANOTHER little flaw in ICBC comes to 
light. Say you happen to be involved in a hit- 
and-run accident — somebody prangs you 
and leaves the scene of the crime. 

Now under our old system, if the hit-and- 
run driver’s car was damaged, he would 
have to get a sticker for the windshield from 
the police — said sticker allowing him to 
drive the vehicle until such times as repairs 
were made. 

This effectively stopped hit-and-runner« 
from getting away with the deed because 
they couldn’t get the car repaired without the 
little piece of paper on the windshield. 

Not so anymore Now a driver can prang 
somebody's car. take off. go to a repair shop 
and have the damage fixed without having to 
report it to the police.

In Vienna, oil exporters re¬ 
jected charges they are re¬ 
sponsible for world-wide infla¬ 
tion and said their countries 
have been exploited for years 
hy the oil-consuming coun¬ 
tries. 

"Inflation did not begin with 
the increase in oil prices.” 
says an authoritative official 
of the Organization of Petrole¬ 
um Exporting countries ”Tt is 
rather because of inflation 
that oil prices have had to be 
adjusted.” 

The OPEC official said 
”the so-called high prices of 
crude oil have beer arrived at 
only because we tried to de¬ 
tain windfall profits made by 
international oil companies — 
mostly American companies 
— and records show that how¬ 
ever high the crude oil prices 
are, they account at present 
for no more than one or 2 per 
cent of the world-wide infla¬ 
tion.” 

The official also said the oil 
producers "are threatened by 
energy starvation” if they 
continue high production 
"only to satisfy the wasteful 
uses of petroleum in industri¬ 
alized countries.”

No major opposition developed to Rockefeller’s 
vice-presidential nomination in his second day of 
testimony before the Senate rules and administra¬ 
tion committee. 


OTTAWA (UPI) Canada 
and Japan have agreed to a 
$2 million program to pro¬ 
mote academic relations be¬ 
tween the two nations. Prime 
Minister Trudeau and Japa¬ 
nese Prime Minister Kakuei 
Tanaka said Tuesday in a 
joint communique. 

The agreement was the only 
concrete program to emerge 
from Iwo days of talks be¬ 
tween the two leaders, bqt Ca¬ 
nadian government adviser 
Ivan Mead said the talks 
marked “the beginning of a 
new relationship.” 

Trudeau and Tanaka held 
two days of wide-ranging 
talks at the start of the' Japa¬ 
nese prime minister’s visit to 
Canada. He will wind up his 
four-day stay with trips in 
Toronto and Vancouver later 
this week. 

In their communique, the 
two leaders said they “agreed 
on the importance of efforts 
to expand and enrich com¬ 
munications between the two 
countries at all levels in ordpr 
to promote mutual under¬ 
standing.” 

Trudeau and Tanaka said 
they agreed also to “initiate 
matching and complimentary 
programs of approximately SI 
million each for promoting ac¬ 
ademic relations.” 

The funds will he used pri¬ 
marily to promote Canadian 
studies in Japan and Japa¬ 
nese studies in Canada. 

Both ’ leaders confirmed 
their country’s “determina¬ 
tion to rule out becoming nu¬ 
clear weapon states” and said 
they hoped for further pro¬

gross in the nuclear disarm¬ 
ament talks between tihe Uni¬ 
ted States and Russia. 

The communique said the 
two men hoped also the next 
Japan-Canada ministerial 
meeting could be held early 
next year in Tokyo. The talks 
Ihere have twjce been can¬ 
celled because of Canadian 
general elections. 

Japanesc-Canadian com¬ 
mercial ‘relations dominated 
the discussions between Ihe 
two men and in the communi¬ 
que they said they hoped to 
revise tiie current 20-year-old 
agreement on commerce. 

Tanaka said Japan was in¬ 


terested in Canadian propos¬ 
als to upgrade the raw mate¬ 
rials presently being shipped 
to Japan„so Canada could in¬ 


crease * the percentage of 
value-added goods it exports. 

He said also he was inter¬ 
ested in the concept of joint 
Canadian-Japanese business 
ventures involving both pri¬ 
vate enterprise and govern¬ 
ments. 

Further expansion of trade 
• between Canada and Japan 
would be possible, he said, 
“by Canada trying to upgrade 
the content of exports to 
Japan. If Canada is successful 
in selling Japan high techno¬ 
logy products like reactors or 
planes, then Canada trade 
could be expanded.” 

Tanaka said he did not 
agree with U.S. Secretary of 
State Henry Kissinger’s warn¬ 
ings about a possible world 
depression. Tanaka said n 
contraction of world produc¬ 
tion and trade could lead to a 
disturbance of world peace. 

He said, however, “such a 
contraction must be Avoided. 
An expansion of world trade 
is essential to the mainte¬ 
nance of world peace.” 


Justice reorganization 


New look needed 
in criminal law 


VANCOUVER (CP) Jean 
Tharp, a 23-year-old mining 
camp technician, shares an 
open washroom with up to 19 
men — in the name of equal 
rights for women. 

A British Columbia human 
rights commission inspector 
said Monday the situation, a 
result of a recent order to 
Lornex Mining Corp., is “a 
mockery of the order." 

Before moving into the 
camp, Miss Tharp commuted 
a total of 105 miles daily to 
and from Kamloops to work 
as a technician at the mine 
near Ashcroft. 

She said she wants accom¬ 
modation for herself and 
other women, but said the 
company is trying to discour¬ 
age’ her from living at the 


camp. It put her in a full 
bunkhouse, she said, while 
there are other hunkhouses 
almost empty and “six or 
seven are empty.” 

Charles Reno. Lornex gen¬ 
eral manager, said the com¬ 
pany was attempting to pro¬ 
vide “absolutely equal oppor¬ 
tunities and living conditions, 
as the human rights commis¬ 
sion instructed us to do.” 

The commission recently 
directed the company to pro¬ 
vide camp accommodation to 
women “on the same terms 
and conditions as male em¬ 
ployees.” 

“It’s kind of awkward with 
19 guys sharing the same 
bathroom and only a shower 
curtain for privacy,” said 
Miss Tharp/ 


‘Little guy’ shylock’s victim 


MONTREAL (CP) Shy¬ 
locking operations in the past 
12 months brought the Mon¬ 
treal underworld an estimated 
$750 million profit on a capital 
investment of $35 million, 
Montreal Urban Community 
police told the Quebec Police 
Commission inquiry into or¬ 
ganized crime Tuesday. 

Det.-Capt. Henri Marches- 
sault testified “the little peo¬ 
ple, the average wage earner, 
the unemployed,” were the 


main victims of loan sharks 
who went out of their way to 
lend their “clients” $100 in re¬ 
turn for $125 in a maximum 
of five weeks. 

He said “the victims arc for 
the most part honest citizens, 
who, finding themselves in 
dire financial needs — and 
with a poor credit rating — 
turn 1o shylocks to get quick, 
easy loans on a no-questions- 
asked basis.” 

He said while the terms ap¬ 


pear easy, the borrower can 
hardly ever get out of debt to 
tlie shylocks. 

"Men arc made to lurn to 
crimes ranging from thefts 
from parked autos to armed 
robbery, while women are 
made to turn to crimes rang¬ 
ing from shoplifting to prosti¬ 
tution in order to increase 
their income.” 

He told inquiry chairman 
Judge Rhean Brunet that shy¬ 
locks are easily found. 


Capt. Marchessault said for 
the most part, either tavern 
waiters, barmen or taxi 
drivel’s receive a commission 
from the shylocks for each 
customer they line up. 

He added there are also 
shylock agents in most firms 
which have 200 or more em¬ 
ployees. 

“We know now it’s one of 
the underworld’s main 
sources of income,” the po¬ 
liceman said. 


VERNON (CP) The dep¬ 
uty attorney-general of Brit¬ 
ish Columbia has called for a 
new attitude toward punish¬ 
ment of criminals and rc-c\- 
a m ination of the justice sys¬ 
tem. 

Dave Vickeis, who is also 
chairman of the justice devel¬ 
opment commission, set up 
l ist spring to reorganize the 
province’s justice department, 
said not only dc laws need re¬ 
examination but our entire at¬ 
titude to punishment. 

“We need to look at the 
criminal code and ask 
whether it is designed for peo¬ 
ple or property,” he said. “If 
it is designed for people then 
why are the penalties so 
heavy when there is an abuse 
of property?” 

Vickers w r as keynote speak¬ 


er at the three-day copimuni- 
ty corrections conference 
which opened here with some* 
350 probation officers, judges 
and penal reformers in atten¬ 
dance. 

He suggested it was time to 
examine whether the criminal 
justice system is designed for 
drug users, alcoholics, prosti¬ 
tutes and maybe gamblers. 

Vickers said when he joined 
th< attorney-general's depart¬ 
ment last fall, he found pro¬ 
grams were “poor, inade¬ 
quate or did not exist at all,” 
and facilities were “over¬ 
crowded” and “inadequate 
from laundromat to court 
house.” 

He blamed the narrow per¬ 
spective of police, lawyers 
and judges.

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Mr. Levi’s callous critics 


ALREADY the underestimate of expenditure in 

the human resources department has grown 
another couple of million dollars since Premier 
David Barrett announced a $100 million blunder 
last week. 

The minister responsible, Norman Levi, puts 
the “over-run.” as the idiom describes it, at $102 
million. But that’s a bagatelle. 

Mr. Levi was careful to point out that this 
very considerable amount of money has not actual¬ 
ly been spent. It is still only an estimate. So it’s still 
anybody’s guess what the ultimate total cost of 
social welfaro in his prodigal province will amount 
to by year’s end. 

Mr. Levi has offered what he considers to be 
an adequate explanation for the alarming original 
error in estimates. 

Conveniently he has inflation to blame for 
some of it — although most competent planners 
would have taken the predictable increases into 
their calculations — and an inefficient budgeting 
predictions system “we inherited from the previous 
government.” \ 

This tiresome and recurNng excuse that the 
government’s errors and embarrassments are due 
to shortcomings of a previous administration is 
wearing very thin. 

What Mr. Levi has done is toss to the public, 
almost contemptuously, a record of repeated mis¬ 
calculations which, far from exonerating him or his 
department, confirms the widely held suspicion of 
incompetence. 


The government, according to a minister indig¬ 
nant at criticism, “does not begrudge one penny of 
the over-run.” 

Neither do the taxpayers of this province be¬ 
grudge the necessary funds to relieve deserted 
wives and children and the unemployed unemploy¬ 
ables. 

But they do begrudge money spent without 
convincing evidence of necessity. 

Mr. Levi says that people “who attack these 
expenditures are criticizing a guaranteed minimum 
income for our older citizens. They want to deny an 
adequate standard of living to children who have 
no parents, or families of single parents, or to those 
65,000 children in families on welfare.” 

Eyewash, Mr. Levi. The critics are only con¬ 
cerned with competence in government. They are 
not the callous monsters the minister implies. 

Why, for example, if the muddle in estimates 
was known to the minister three months ago, was 
the premier and finance minister apparently un¬ 
aware of it two weeks ago? 

Why were the municipalities not informed? Or 
the federal government given warning to expect an 
additional $35 to $40 million bill for B.C. welfare? 

Mr. Levi tells the people that a computer sys¬ 
tem is to be installed in his department — at a cost 
presumably not included in his estimates. 

But it is doubtful that electronics can be an ad¬ 
equate substitute for brains in the department of 
human resources. 


Alliance for survival 


A GREAT MANY BRITISH COLUMBIANS still 
** think of the United Kingdom as “the old coun 
try.” and watch with concern, if not foreboding, 
the political and economic chaos engulfing a nation 
that only yesterday, it seems, was the greatest 
power in the world. 

Britons are facing on Oct. 10 the most critical 
election in the century; for Britain has arrived at a 
point where failure of government to grapple with 
the enemies that beset her — depression, inflation, 
unemployment, trade imbalance, monetary trends, 
all are against her — could result in bankruptcy 
and revolution. 

The Labor government of Harold Wilson is 
seeking a mandate which will free it from the 
manacles of its minority position in the House of 
Commons. And everyone admits that at a time like 
this, in such perilous circumstances, a strong gov¬ 
ernment is the first essential- 

But there is an abundance of evidence that 
British voters do not believe a Labor government is 
capable of resisting the pressures from the militant 
radicals of trade unionism and that the extrava¬ 
gant demands of the far left can only hasten disin¬ 
tegration. 

The Times, which subscribes to a policy of po¬ 
litical independence, has thi£ to say about Mr. Wil¬ 
son’s election manifesto: 

“The manifesto is smug: it is inconsistent: it is 
written in a margarine style, and leaves the impres¬ 
sion of having been addressed by men who are not 
quite honest to an audience they believe to be not 
quite intelligent... 

“A government which really believed that we 


are facing the most dangerous crisis since the war 
(as the manifesto said in its opening sentence) 
would presumably concentrate its proposals on 
dealing with this crisis, just as a surgeon who 
believes a patient is suffering from appendicitis 
would concentrate his attention of an appendec¬ 
tomy and not spend his time cutting the patient's 
hair.” 

The manifesto, according fo The Times, offers 
nothing tangible in the way of a program for com¬ 
batting the many and manifest evils in the econ¬ 
omy. 

The Conservative Daily Mail predictably calls 
the manifesto an example of “government of the 
unions, by the unions and for the unions.” 

And another independent. The Sun. finds Mr. 
Wilson’s proposals “totally irrelevant to the harsh 
facts.” 

“There is no meeting point briween us and 
those of quite different philosophies,” Mr. Wilson’s 
manifesto declares. 

In time of war differences in political thinking 
should have no place in the planning of a program 
for self-preservation. Landlord and tenant, employ¬ 
er and employee, industry and labor have a com¬ 
mon goal and in acknowledging their interdepen¬ 
dence lies their only possible chance of achieving it. 

Communism and the capitalist West learned 
the lesson of survival 10 years ago. 

Uncomfortable as it might be. the ideologically 
different sectors of the British society must not 
flinch from contact. Otherwise there is no hope for 
them. 


A carefully prepared program 


The unmaking of an emperor 


Haile SelassiP ended hi* 
58-year rule in Ethiopia in an 
aimosphere of uncanny calm. 
The emperor retained to the 
end his famous dignity, but 
there was not much dignity in 
the manner of his removal. 
As flower-covered lanks de¬ 
ployed at key iwints through¬ 
out Addis Ababa, the “King of 
Kings” was driven from his 
palace in a small Volkswagen 
car surrounded by demon¬ 
strators shouting "Hang the 
emperor." 

The military leaders, who 
have been effectively ruling 
the country since their first 
revolt in February, prepared 
die ground carefully for the 
final act. The still anonymous 
Armed Forces Commiitee has 
shown considerable skill in 
defusing any support remain¬ 
ing for the emperor^ Having 
stripped away, layer 1>\ layer. 
aJI the once-powerful men 
who surrounded him in the 
past, ihey finally left the «4d 
oak isolated and painfully e.v 
l»osed. Then they went to 
work on him. 


One of the many posters 
that have appeared on the 
streets of the capital has his 
head set on the Belsen-like 
skeleton of a starving victim 
of the famine in Wullo Prov¬ 
ince.

The relief of Lucknow, turning point of the Indian Mutiny, 
took place 117 years ago in 1857 after a four-month siege 
by Indians. The sister garrison of Cawnpore had been rna- 
sacred two months before. The mutiny was caused generally 
by British reforms which offended Indian religious principles 
and particularly by introduction of a new type of cartridge 
for Indian soldiers. These were greased with pig and cow fat, 
offending Hindu and Moslems at one blow.

1937 Twenty-two persons were trampled^to death at a 
loyalty demonstration for King Farouk in Egypt-

The reported loss of one 
million eggs through rotting 
m cold storage was astound¬ 
ing when first made public. 
Now the latest figure as re¬ 
ported in the daily pres- is 
from 25 to 30 million eggs. 

To one whose whole work¬ 
ing life has liecn connected 
with the marketing of poultry 
and poultry products this re- 
pori stinks by every connota¬ 
tion. 

For longer than one can re- 
mem her eggs were stored 
under proper conditions of 
temperature, humidity and 
sanitation for six months and 
longer with little deterio¬ 
ration. They were regraded 
out of storage and sold to the 
consumer under the appropri¬ 
ate class and grade name 
“Storage" shell eggs. This all 
under the regulations of the 
federal Department of Agri¬ 
culture. Such’eggs were ex¬ 
amined in the retail and 
wholesale outlet* by compe¬ 
tent inspectors of the federal 
Department of Agriculture. 
With the exception of careless 
handling on the pan of the re¬ 
tailer comparatively few eggs 
were not wholesome and fit 
for human food. Loss of 
quality out of storage was 
mainly air cell shrinkage and 
this kind of egg was broken 
out and sold to the baking 
trade. 

In view of the remarkable 
advance made in the improve¬ 
ment of production of quality

Ronald Ritchie is determined to face down dissension 
within the Progressive Conservative party over his sudden 
emergence as the powerful top aide in Opposition leader Rob¬ 
ert Stanfield’s office. 

He says he is treading warily in the new' job but is deter¬ 
mined to play an active role in the upper ranks of the Conser¬ 
vative leader’s organization. 

"I am an extension of the leader in his dealings w ith the 
caucus and the party," Ritchie said in an interview. "Any¬ 
thing he is involved in, I am involved in." 

Ritchie is the 56-year-old Toronto executive who abruptly 
quit his senior vice-presidenl’s .job at Imperial Oil Ltd. last 
•January, signed up as a party member and fell flat on his 
face in two Ontario ridings during the July 8 general election 
campaign. He lost the nomination in Wellington and the elec¬ 
tion in Algoma. 


To the dismay of some party members Ritchie now has 
lurned up in Ottawa despite the election results. He took over 
as Stanfield's principal assistant last week, abandoning an af¬ 
fluent life in Toronto’s Deer Park district for a west Ottawa 
high-rise home and a cramped Centre Block office near the 
Comrrpns chamber. 

As' Stanfield s senior assistant. Ritchie can exert influ¬ 
ence over who the leader sees and what he does. He is Stan¬ 
field’s go-between with the party and the 55-member Conser¬ 
vative caucus and the director of a 29-strong staff in the lead¬ 
er's office. 

One Conservative regularly involved With the parly 
caucus said some members are bewildered by the appoint¬ 
ment and irritated that "the new kid on the block" would 
move so quickly into a senior post. It pays about $25,000 a 
year. 

He said the irritation increased when Ritchie went before 
the television cameras shortly after his appointment to give 
his view’s on the state of the economy. 

‘ There are hard feelings as it is about caucus having lit¬ 
tle say in what goes on." the caucus informant said. "Some 
MPs felt that Ritchie should stick to his filing and let the poli¬ 
ticians discuss policy." 


Ritchie sees himself as neither a permanent fixture in the 
leader’s office nor a j>eacemaker in the continuing strife be¬ 
tween predominantly westepi-based party dissidents and the 
so-called Conservative "establishment." 

He had the dubious distinction of losing out twice in the 
July election, first in the Ontario riding of Wellington where 
he did not win the Conservative nomination and then in solid- 
ly-Liberal Algoma where he was trounced by incumbent Lib¬ 
eral Maurice Foster. 

In both ridings he fought unsuccessfully and at consider¬ 
able expense to overcome the fact that lie was virtually un¬ 
known to the party rank and hie and the voters And in both 
pla. es there was the muted criticism of his status as an out¬ 
sider. a “parachute" candidate. Ritchie said he wants to try 
again, though the choice of riding has not vet been consid¬ 
ered. 

Meanwhile he will help Stanfield clear the way for a 
party leadership convention, probably some time in 197G. 
Stanfield caused dissent in the party when he announced he 
was quitting federal politics in the wake of this third succes¬ 
sive election defeat to Prime Minister Trudeau. Some MPs 
including critics of Ritchie, thought Stanfield should leave im¬ 
mediately. 

Ritchie is sensitive to discord within the party hut says 
he will try to stay out of it, just as he will seek to avoid 
becoming embroiled in the manoeuvring!? of potential leader¬ 
ship candidates. 


Ritchie took the new job at Stanfield’s request following 
he |wst-election departure of former chief aide Finlay Mac¬ 
Donald. a veteran political worker and Stanfield crony from 
the days when the leader was in Nova Scotia politics. 

Ritchie’s scant political experience contrasts with his 
other credentials. They run from university training 4s an 
economist to a teaching job in the early 1940s at the Ontario 
Agricultural College in Guelph, a six-year exposure to wage 
and price controls as a member of the Wartime Prices and 
Trade Board and a 27-year career at Imperial Oil. 

Ritchie has bee-n busy outside of politics as an organizer 
and first chairman of Prime Minister Trudeau’s Montreal- 
based Institute for Research on Public Policy. 

Ho is a memlx’r of the Club of Rome, an exclusive inter¬ 
national ihink-tank: author or a book on the North Atlantic 
Treaty Organization, a participant in a number of interna¬ 
tional affairs organizations, an adviser to universities- on 
northern development and administrative studies, a hospital 
dire? tor, a member of the chamber of commerce and more 
With this kind «.f background. Ritchie isn’t intimidated bv 
FinLay MacDonald's old roost. "This job doesn’t scare me," 
he said.

It is true that in 1967 he did 
register his first criticism of 
President Johnson’s Vietnam 
policy, but only as part of an 
objection to a 10 per cent in¬ 
crease in taxation made nec¬ 
essary by the war.

He was one of a hand! uI of 
congressmen to know about 
Nixon's secret and illegal 
bombing of Camdodia at the 
time it was happening, yet he 
did not object privately or 
publicly and continued to 
maintain that the neutrality of 
Cambodia was being carefully 
observed. 

With the new president up 
to his neck tackling America’s 
domestic problems, Dr. Henry 
Kissinger seems all setSfor an 
even freer hand abroad than 
he enjoyed in the last days of 
Nixcti.

> n »f Ford’s foreign pdii^y 
takes us back to Kissinger. 

It was perhaps the greatest 
ac hievement of the Nixon-Kis-

Premier’s illness faces China with grim fact 

Chou irreplaceable

For the past yeur* Prime Minister Chou Eli • lal lias 
provided stature, shape and prestige to China. At times when 
Mno himself liecaine personally involved in tin* storms that 
blew around the top leadership, Chou remained im|H»rturl«hle, 
unshaken and as solid as the rock of Gibraltar. 

The |jolitburo and its stand¬ 
ing committee have been de¬ 
cimated by the struggle for 
power in the years that Qiou 
has been in office. So many 
have fallen that it is difficult 
to recall all the names. 

I.cs!«er lights vanished by 
the score but Chou simply 
carried on. He came under 


rigorous attack from the "ul¬ 
tra-leftists ’ during the cultur¬ 
al revolution, but it ,was his 
personal mediation that final¬ 
ly helped to settle the revolu¬ 
tion before it had brought 
Chin*'to absolute chaos and 
economic ruin. 

★ ★ ★ 

There was much specula¬ 
tion a year ago that the early 
attacks on Confucius were re¬ 
ally an attack on Chou, but if 
they were he not only weath¬ 
ered the storm hut helped to 
, hange its direction. Today it 
is not the ailing Chou who is 
under fire but incipient war- 
Lirdism. 

His work load has bee* 
staggering. Since the 10th par¬ 
ty congress in August last 
year, he has been first vice- 
chairman of the Chinese Com¬ 
munist Party and a member 
both of the politburo and its 
all-important standing com¬ 
mittee. 

As prime minister, he is the 
working head of the govern¬ 
ment and the state adminis¬ 
tration, and is reponsible for 
China’s domestic and foreign 
ix>licies.

It was Chou, who initiated 
the astonishing transition 
from China’s deep hostility to 
the West to the point where 
NATO scarcely lias a strong¬ 
er supporter. 

There is still plenty of criti¬ 
cism of the West, of course, 
but the vitriolic "Hate Ameri¬ 
ca" campaigns are a thing of 
the ]>ast. 

And he managed this ex¬ 
traordinary change in China’s 
attitude and direction at the 
lime when the Lin Piao affair 
could have wrecked Im> th the 


party machine and the gov¬ 
ernment. 

★ ★ ★ 

With calm urbanity, he was 
host to Nixon, Tanaka, Pom¬ 
pidou and to scores of lesser 
leaders. 

Until his heart attack drove 
him to a hospital and enforces 
a much slower pace, he not 
only negotiated and banquet¬ 
ed with the stream of heads of 
state who went to Peking, but 
received in his favorite late 
night hours scores of ini|JOr- 
tant and unimiKirtanl visitors 
from abroad, confounding 
almost all witfe his knowledge 
of the world and its affairs. 

His memory is prodigious. 
Even the most junior diplo¬ 
mats in Peking who, would 
normallyexpect to pass unno¬ 
ticed in the company of the 
great found that he remem¬ 
bered their names. 

★ ★ ★ 

All of this up|)ears to have 
come to an end now. Tong 
Hsaio-ping has taken over 
much of Chou's work and is, 
in effect, now acting prime 
minister. B p t could 69-year- 
old Teng .hope, to replace 
Chou? 

As "the No. 2 capitalist 
loader" of the cultural revolu¬ 
tion. his career as the party 
organization man seemed to 
have ended forever w*hen he 
lost his job as secretary-

general and disappeared. 
Chou brought him back. 

They have been close as¬ 
sociates ever since 1921 when 
they joined t h e Communist 
Party together in France, 
where Teng stayed for nine 
years. 

★ ★ ★ 

Teng's great advantages 
are that he has a highly dis¬ 
tinguished career both as an 
army and a party man. He is 
uniquely placed to ensure 
Mao's dictum that the party 
should control the army. 

One possibility is that Teng. 
now- one of diou's deputy 
prime ministers, may take 
over Chou En-lai’s responsi¬ 


bility for foreign policy and 
that Li Hsien-nien, the other 
deputy prime minister, who 
was also denounced during 
the cultural revolution, may 
take over Chou's, economic re- 
s|*>nsibilities. 

The fear that the army may 
still be inclined to control the 
party remains, however. This, 
it now appears, has been a 
deep concern of Mao Tse-tung 
nol just in the immediate past 
bul during the entire history 
of the revolution. 

The current n^w^wave of 
big ixjster attacks against Li 
Teh-sheng. the commander of 
the Manchurian military re¬ 
gion. and against two other 
regional military cpntmand- 
ers is simply the latest 
expression of this concern. 

It is designed to prevent any 
thought of warlordism or the 
• i-eation after Mao apd Chou 
of a military dictatorship. 

W i 1 h Chou obviously 
seriously unwell at 76 and 
Mao about to celebrate his 
81st birthday on December 26, 
ihe need to ensure a peaceful 
transition front the Mao-Chou 
era has suddenly assumed a 
new imjiortance. 

'AVhat the Chinese people 
are altogether unprepared for 
is th« death of Mao without 
the comforting presence of 
Chou Hn-laj. as chief 
mourner," ihe^FI*onomist said 
recently. ' 

"If Mao has been China's 
“.spiritual guide these many 
years, Chou has been its secu¬ 
rity blanket. The second may 
well turn out to be the more 
sorely missed."

May outperform doctors 

Computer ‘treats’ 
hypertension cases 


By t.RLGORV GORDON, from Chicago 

An "electronic doctor" designed by researchers at Michael 
Reese Medical Centre may be able to outdo extort physicians 
in treating high blojd pressure. 


The innovation could signal 
a new era in medical techno¬ 
logy and in the fight against 
heart disease, strokes and 
kidney failure. 

The electronic doctor is ac¬ 
tually an experimental com¬ 
puter program which, when 
provided with information 
about a patient’s symptoms 
and medical history, pre¬ 
scribes treatment for hyper¬ 
tension (high blood pressure). 

In it* first year of use, the 
computer did as well as top 
socialist* in the field. Now 
that it has been refined, it 
probably ought to out-perform 
doctors." said Dr. Frederick 
Coe, senior investigator of a 
three-man team that designed 
the program. 

★ * k 

"Doctors aren’t perfect in 
their treatment of blood pres¬ 
sure," Coe said in an inter¬ 
view. "In a number of cases 
it takes them an inordinate 
length of time to prescribe the 
right drugs or the right com¬ 
bination of drugs and some¬ 
times they never succeed in 
bringing it down. 

And drugs have side effects 
that decrease the quality of 
life — dizziness, impotence in 
men. 

The computer keeps track 
of everything thai has lvap- 
j)cned. It’s better able to pre¬ 
dict the counter-response that 
the patient will have and how 
he will react to certain drugs. 
The computer knows a lot 
about these drugs.” 


The program was designed 
by Coe. and Drs. Susanne 
Oparil of the* University of 
Chicago and Theodore Full- 
man of Northwestern Univer¬ 
sity. all specialists in the area 
<»f hypertension. 

Coe emphasizes Uiat Ihe 
computer would not take over 
a doctor’s duties, but merely 
would serve as a reference to 
physicians. 

Preliminary results based 
on data Involving 200 patients 
at the University of Chicago 
and 400 patients at Michael 
Reese showed that doctors 
were almost invariably in 
agreement with the com¬ 
puter’s prescriptions, Coe 
said. 

"Wnfce hoping in the long 
run that the computer will be 
able to guide less skilled per¬ 
sonnel, such as nurses. That’s 
our real purpose to all this." 

★ ★ ★ 

Coe also has begun a sepa¬ 
rate *tudy to develop a com¬ 
puter program that will ana¬ 
lyze and treat the 10 major 
types of kidney disease. 

Ultimately, he said, doctors’ 
offices and hospitals could be 
connected to regional hyper¬ 
tension rind kidney com¬ 
puters, which could handle a 
million paticnis. Coe said 
such 1 computer programs 
could eventually apply to all 
the subspedialties in medicine 
- - at a cost of 50 cents a pa¬ 
tient.

Midwest, the Last and the 
West "at the earliest possible 
lime.” 

"It will be one of the largest 
single energy supply projects 
in history and will be entirely 
under U.S. control” he said.

'Hie 39-year-old outfielder and designated hitter, playing in 
the 2827th game yf his 22-year career (all with the Tigers ) 
added his 3001st hit, a run-scoring single in the sixth inning. 

Baltimore Orioles won the game on an eighth-inning suicide 
squeeze by Andy Etchebarren. 

The late Roberto Clemente of the Pittsburgh Pirates was 
the last major leaguer to reach the 3000-hit plateau —he did it 
on the last game of the 1972 season while Eddie Collins, 


who played for Chicago White Sox and Philadelphia Athletics 
was the last American leaguer to accomplish it. Collins got 
his 3000th hit in 1925 and retired in 1930 with 3311. 

Ty Cobh is the all-time leader with 4191. He also played for

Kaline was the youngest American Leaguer ever to win the 
hatting title, when fie hatted .340 in 1955 at the age of 20, and 
he was selected to the all-star team 18 times.

Prom time to tame some aports fishermen advocate an 
end to fishing for blueback (small coho salmon) and small 
jacksprings and those suggestions are always good for an ar¬ 
gument. 

Some spirts fisrtung aieas rely alnx*>T completely upon 
small salmon for their recreation fishing. The bigger salmon 
seem to have gone the way of the dodo in some areas. 

Allan Lall. chief of the GooB'gita Strait division of federal 
fisheries, had another rather interesting observation when he 
spoke to concerned Cowichan Ray angler* at Duncan last 
week. 

He noted there is such a high mortality of salmon in the 
ocean that fishermen might be out-smarting themselves if 
they don’t catch some of them as smaller out-going fish. 

Chances are that many w*xildn't survive in the ncsiri and 
the numlbei's taken *s small fish may make no difference to 
the numbers returning as big fish from the ocean. 

“Rut, we are looking in to it,” till said. 

“We are very seriously considering abolishing the si/.e 
limit,” he confided. He noted so many fish under the 12-inch 
size limit are hooked and released, only to die, that it might 
he far better to keep wtaft you hook as part of the four-fish 
limit. 

Lill said federal fisheries is “very concerned about alien¬ 
ation tor foreshore in Cbvvichan Bay.” 

He urged fishermen to create public support for preser¬ 
vation of tlie estuary by putting pressure on planning com¬ 
mittees. 

He didn't outlme any definite proposals for development, 
but indicated sawn oils and landfill projects had been pro¬ 
posed. 

“There are a number of possible developments in die 
wind," he warned. “We have been d ring intensive sampling 
in the estuary of the Cowichan River.” 

Lill spoke about ways production of salmon could lie 
increased. 

“For sports fishing the object is to provide fish when and 
where you can catch them,” he said. 

He observed hatchery fish might go out to thp commer¬ 
cial fisluing grounds. "The harvest rate for s|»orts fishermen 
might be exceedingly low, but we might put a lot of fish out 
there.” he said. 

The problem is to gel Ihe salmon to stay around the 
sports fishing waters. He suggested marine rearing pert*, like 
those being tested in Saanich Lnlet, might bnid ttfiem and en¬ 
courage them to stay. 

.Uthjugh he acknowledged Cowichan River is one place 
being considered fjr a hatchery, lie seemed to favor develop¬ 
ment and improvement of the Cowichan as a natural salmun 
producing river. * % 

Koksitoh River is feasible for' a hatchery and so is the 
Chemainus. 

“The better site might be the Chemainus. ' he suggested. 
“We could probably generate more resident fish,' 1 he added. 

He said the paused damning of the Chemannus as a 
water supply reservoir vwxid give a guaranteed minimum 
flow of water that would benefit a hatchery. 

But damrung of the Chemainus would eliminate possibili¬ 
ty of transplants abov e Copper -Canyon for rearing possibili¬ 
ties 

If the proposed dam isn’t built he said fisheries will took 
into the possibility to transplant salmon fry to upper reaches 
of Chemainus. 

One problem with the Cowichan as a hatchery river i« 
that a virus has been detected in koakanee stocks and under 
crowded conditions that virus might spread. 

Lill said the big problem in Cowichan Ray is a diminish¬ 
ing return of chinook salmon. 

He said only 20 i>er cent pX Cowichan Ray chinooks come 
through Juan de Fuca. Tht rest come from the central, 
n irthem and northwest fisheries where they face expLiitatiori 
by the Georgia Strait sports and commercial troll fisheries 
and by the Johnstone Strait net fishery. 

Rut he estimattd 70 to 95 per cent of the Cowichan coho 
spend their last year outside Georgia Strait and pass through 
the Juan de Fuca net fishery. 

The Gnwiehan Bay coho apparently peak through Juan de 
Fuca in mid-September and reach Cowichan Bay in early and 
mid-October. 

Catch of coho this year up to Sept. 21 in Juan de Fuca 
nets was 238,700, with an estimated escapement of 610,000 for 
a 29 per cent exploitation. Netting times have been reduced 
this year by more than one third, two days a week instead of 
three days, sometimes four. 

That compares to 197:; catch to same date of 277.000 coho 
vuth 306.000 escapment and in 1971 the catch was 431.000 and 
773.000 escapment. 

It is felt that 70 per cent of the early .Juan de Fuca coho 
are America fish and that percentage diminishes as the 
season extends.

Clarence Schmalz. appoint¬ 
ed commissioner of the league 
last w'eek, said Tuesday that 
all players must sign the new 
contracl before they can par¬ 
ticipate in regular-season 
play. • 


It appeared, however, that 
Schmalz may have to extend 
his deadline. 

'Ihe major junior A chib* 
did not receive their copies of 
ihe new contracts until Iasi 
week and some have not yet 
had timp to present them to 
the players. 

Some team managers, such 
as Walter Sherer of Kingston 
Canadians and Angelo Bum- 
hacco of Sault Ste. Marie 
Greyhounds, say they have 
had their hands full just gel - 
ting CAHA certificates for all 
their players. 

“Due to the lateness of the 
distribution of the contracts, 
it’s just an impossibility to 
get the players signed ‘before 
we start playing.” Burrrbacco 
said Tuesday. 

Toronto Marlboros also 
have not yet presented the 
players with the new con¬ 


tracts. but manager Frank 
Bonello said he expects his 
club will start Friday, even if 
none are signed. 

Bonello Insisted it was not 
necessary for players to be 
signed before they started 
playing. 

In Kingston. Sherer said he 
was still busy trying to get 
CAHA certificates for some of 
hi* players. In the case of 
new players, releases must be 
obtained from the+r previous 
clubs before the certificates 
can be obtained. 

“Thera’a no sense In frying 
to sign players to a contract 
until we’re sure we have re¬ 
leases for all of them,” said 
Sherer. 

“In our case, we just 
haven’t had time to get into 
the contracts because we still 
haven’t got all our releases 
through." 


Toronto lawyer Joe Kane, 
representing the league, has 
heen touring the Major Junior 
A cities during the last week, 
explaining the new contracl to 
players, parents and agents. 

He said he has met with no 
major opposition so far, but 
at the same time, declined to 
offer an opinion on whether 
players will give in and sign 
the contracl. 

The 20 per cent deduction 
from a players' first three 
years of pro salary was 
meant as a replacement for 
the fees once payed to the 
CAHA and junior clubs by the 
National Hockey League.

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Mother Cecilia considered 
another church, court told

Mother Cecilia Mary Dodd 
at least investigated the possi¬ 
bility of quitting the Roman 
Catholic Church and joining 
another one in 1965, surprise 
evidence in B.C. Supreme 
Court Tuesday showed. 

The evidence came in the 
form of two letters written by 
the 85-year-old founder of the 
Society of the Love of Je*is to 
Bishop Nelson D. H i 11 y e r. 
identified as a member otf the 
•Old Roman Catholic 
Church,” in September, 1965. 

The letters were produced 
as surprise evidence by de¬ 
fence counsel Cecil Branson 
immediately after Mother Ce- 
rilia testified she had never 
had any correspondence with 
any member of the Old Ro¬ 
man Catholic Church, a group 


which broke from the Roman 
Catholic Church in Germany 
in the 1870s. 

She said she hbd received a 
letter Jrom Hillyer in 1966 but 
added she “never even both¬ 
ered to answer.” 

In her first letter, mother 
Cecilia asked Hillyer what 
would be required to join his 
church. 

In the second, *e Invited 
him to visit her at her Mill 
Bay animal shelter and en¬ 
closed a $250 cheque to pay 
his fare there from Toronto. 

Hillyer did visit the sisters, 
she testified, shortly after she 
sent him the money. 

But Mother Cecilia denied 
Branson’s suggestion that she 
and six other nuns at the ani¬ 
mal shelter were told they 
&ould have to take a vow of 
obedience to join the Old 
Roman Catholic Church and

Recycling depot 
‘noisy eyesore’ 


'file recycling depot at Bor¬ 
den and McKenzie is an eye¬ 
sore, a Saanich woman told 
the municipality’s public 
works committee Tuesday 
night — and it s noisy. 

“We’ve had to call the po¬ 
lice at 10 O’clock at night,’’ 
said Mrs. Patricia Gordon of 
1031 LakehiU. whose property 
is just north of the recycling 
depot. 

“The noise of crashing glass 
kept the children awake," she 
said. “They crash the glass to 
recycle it. We hear the sound 
of tins crashing constantly, 
too, and there are thick pieces 
of glass all over the road 
where the children have to 
walk.” 

Committee chairman Aid. 
William Noel agreed with 
Mrs. Gordon thai the old win¬ 
ery building, which is owned 
hy Saanich and is leased to 
the recycling depot for $1 a 
year, is “shabby on all sides 
. . . We should clamp down 
on such an untidy operation." 

“But the depot may be out 


of there by tl\e end of the 
year,” he continued and ex¬ 
plained that Saanich was rais¬ 
ing the annual rate from $1 to 
$ 10 , 000 .” 

Aid. John McDonald said it 
probably would be “at leasi 
two years” before the depot 
would be closed. 

He suggested setting a time 
limit for it to close, “say 
three years or whatever.” 

“Three years?” interjected 
Mrs. Gordon. “I’ve put up 
with it for three years now. I 
don’t think we can stand any 
more.” 

Mrs. Gordon had also com¬ 
plained about a private road 
the municipality built just 
south of her property to feed 
traffic from the municipal 
yard to the intersection of 
Borden and McKenzie. She 
said there are trucks coming 
and going all day and vibra¬ 
tions from the traffic have 
cracked her house. 

The matter was tabled till 
next meeting of the commit¬ 
tee.

The testimony came In the 
11 th day of a trial being heard 
by Mr. Justice H. C. McKay 
in Victoria Law Courts which 
will settle a decade-old feud 
between two factions of the 
society. 

Mother Cecilia’s “tradi¬ 
tional” faction is seeking con¬ 
trol of the society in the trial, 
arguing its members are the 
only true members and should 
therefore be given control of 
it and Its assets, estimated at 
$1.5 million. 

The “modern” faction — 
which is now winning the soci¬ 
ety and administering its 
assets — is headed by Mother 
Leonette Hoesing, mother 
prioress of the society’s 
priory, and Sisters Mary 
Grace Neider, Mary Elizabeth 
Dumbowsky and Mary Pa¬ 
tricia Jones. 

Mother* Cecilia's cross-ex¬ 
amination by Branson — now 
entering its fifth day — was 
interrupted early Tuesday by 
a question about who repre¬ 
sented her in the action. 

The question arose when 
she refused one of Branson’s 
questions “unless my lawyer 
is present." 

Asked by McKay who was 
representing her in the case, 
she replied : “No one.” 

“We’re back to whether 
you’re a plaintiff in this case 
or not,’’ McKay said wearily. 
(Mother Cecilia had said Fri¬ 
day she did not consider her¬ 
self a part of the case but she 
later agreed to carry on as a 
plaintiff to support the other 
sisters.) 

After a consultation with 
her counsel. Hugh McMillan, 
Mother Cecilia again agreed 
to continue with the case. 


Under questioning by Bran¬ 
son, Mother Cecilia said she 
had written the Vatican in 
early 1964, complaining about 
the way the society had been 
run after her retirement as 
mother prioress in 1961. 

That letter resulted in an 
apostolic visitation (an of¬ 
ficial investigation of the af¬ 
fairs of the society) by Father 
Andrew Keeber shortly after¬ 
wards, she testified. 

In his report on the visita- 
t i o n , Branson suggested, 
Keeber responded to Mother 
Cecilia's charge that a hotel 
belonging to the society had 
been sold at a loss of $55,000. 
Keeber rejwrted that Mother 
Cecilia had arranged for the 
sale without consulting either 
the bishop or the society’s 
members. 

When the bishop discovered 
the sale had been arranged, 
Keeber wrote, tie ordered it 
halted. After lengthy meet¬ 
ings with lawyers, the sale 
was allowed, although the so¬ 
ciety “lost” interest on mort¬ 
gages that Mother Cecilia had 
arranged, Branson said. 

“That’s beautifully cooked 
up,” Mother Cecilia snapped 
after Branson finished. 

She said she had been asked 
to arrange the sale by the 
then-mother prioress, Mother 
Ursula Bain (who has since 
died). 

Mother Cecilia also denied 
telling Keeber she would sac¬ 
rifice receiving the sacra¬ 
ments of the church if faced 
with a choice between them 
and continuing with her care 
of animals. 

Mother Cecilia w-rote the 
Vatican again in 1965 *which 
resulted in another apostolic 
visitation by Keeber. 

Shortly after that visitation, 
ht served her and the other 
plaintiffs with a letter from 
the seniqr-. member of the 
church hierarchy in Canada, 
in which that official said the 
animal shelter would have to 
he closed and the sisters 
would have to return to their 
priory “within five days.” 

They did not do so. 

It was at this point that 
Mother Ocilia entered into 
the correspondence with Hill¬ 
yer. 

Her cross-examination con¬ 
tinues today.

Stumpage fee cut asked 

Forests hit 
by layoffs 


Forest industry layoffs in 
the province have almost 
reached the 10,000 mark, but 
union and industry disagree 
on the causes and possible so¬ 
lutions. 

Council of Forest Industries 
president G. L. Draeseke said 
Tuesday that layoffs have in¬ 
creased 22 per cent in the last 
two weeks from 8,181 to 9,968, 
and will shortly top 10,000 by 
500. 

He called on the provincial 
government to reduce stum- 
page fees — a form of re¬ 
source tax on harvested trees. 

But TWA spokesman Femie 
Viala said the solution lies in 
governments making more 
mortgage money available to 
spark the economy. 

“We hope this happens 
sooner rather than later,” 
said Viala. 

Draeseke said lumber 
prices are set by world-wide 
supply and demand, since 
B.C. exports 80 per cent of 
lumber harvested. 

“There is nothing we can do 
inside Canada to improve 
prices overnight,” he said. 

However, he added, B.C. 
stumpage charges are based 
on an estimate of the dif¬ 
ference between cost and 
market price, and the cost al¬ 
lowance is unrealistically low 
because it is based on the 


average of the past five 
years. 

The council has aksed the 
province to use a two-year 
term to estimate costs and so 
lower stumpage fees. 

Such a move, according to 
the council, would ease 
layoffs. 

Viala said the problem lies 
with the industry which is try¬ 
ing to maintain profits at the 
1972-73 levels. 

“These were tremendous 
years for the industry, but now 
the markets have gone sour 
on them. 

“I didn’t hear the industry 
say during those good years 
that they were making so 
much money they should pay 
higher stumpage rates, or 
share their profits with the 
workers.’’ said Viala. 

“Now they want lower 
stumpage rates, and they are 
laying off workers, simply to 
maintain the level they 
reached in those years. There 
is no way profits can stay up 
at that level this year. 

“But the market will come 
back. 

“We produce wood in great 
part for the U.S. market and 
it is only a matter of time 
before both Canadian and 
American governments make 
more mortgage money avail¬ 
able in order to spark the 
economy.”

Spokesmen for the BCTF have repeatedly 
rejeded the appeal, saying they prefer to re¬ 
tain their aut mumy by bargaining locally in 
each of the province’s 74 school districts. 

Mavis de Girolamo, president of the 
Greater Victoria Teachers Association, said 
she considers tt “contradictory” that while 
school boards themselves are demanchng 
more 1 >oaj -autonomy, they do not wish "hi 


face up to the responsibilities of autonomy— 
which includes bargaining with their teachers. 

“A huge portion of the school board bud¬ 
get goes to teachers’ salaries,” she added, 
“and the boards are abrogating their respon¬ 
sibility to the public if they leave the bar¬ 
gaining up to a provincial body with no direct 
concern for the local situation.” 

Ms. De Girolamo said Greater Victoria 
teachers will meet next Tuesday to decide 
their 1975 contract demands.

“Let’s celebrate age rather 
than deny it,” she said. 

Petite, vivacious and mov¬ 
ing like a roUege coed, Ms.

(CP) — An 
entomologist at University of 
Guelph says research in¬ 
dicates that the type of deo¬ 
dorant used may be the rea¬ 
son some people are more at¬ 
tractive to mosquitoes than 
others. 

Prof. Russell Wright said 
that if you are bitten fre¬ 
quently by mosquitoes it 
might be a good idea to 


change the brand of deo¬ 
dorant or if you don’t use deo¬ 
dorant, try some, it may keep 
the mosquitoes away. 

He said that mosquitoes 
often prefer one person over 
another depending on individ¬ 
ual body odor.

Acupuncture, the Chinese 
art of healing through place¬ 
ment of needles at strategic 
points on the body, has en- 
.loyed wide popularity for 
some years. Now shiatsu, a 
Japanese method which 
promises relief from a long 
list of complaints, is making a 
bid for popular acceptance. 

Toru Namikoshi, son of the 
founder of shiatsu, says it can 
be used to treat migraine 
headaches, insomnia, hyste¬ 
ria. rheumatism, eyestrain, 
effects of whiplash, asthma, 
stomach pains, muscle 
cramps, constipation and di¬ 
arrhea. 

As well, he claimed, shiatsu 
c an be used to prevent heart 
disease and even increase 
sexual potency. 

In contrast to acupuncture, 
which has been used for cen¬ 
turies in China, shiatsu was 
develojied just 40 years ago in 
Japan by Namikoshi’s father. 

Shiatsu translates literally 
as finger pressure and that’s 
all there is to the technique, 
said Namikoshi, in Vancouver 
recently to spread the word of 
ihe healing method. 


More clinically, he said 
shiatsu “relies on the proper 
application of carefully 
judged pressures cm specific 
points on the surfaces of the 
human body to eliminate fa¬ 
tigue and to stimulate the 
body’s self-curative abilites.’’

Prebident Ford took a tough 
law-and-order stand at a po¬ 
lice chiefs convention Tues¬ 
day and, named NATO envoy 
Donald Rumsfeld to run the 
White House staff before shift¬ 
ing lo foreign policy by con¬ 
ferring with Britain’s lop dip¬ 
lomat ■ 

It was Ford's first major 
speech on crime since taking 
office almost seven weeks ago 
and his appontment of 
Rumsfeld to succeed General 
Alexander Haig Jr. signalled 
the end of the transition 
period following Nixon’s res¬ 
ignation. 

The late afternoon meeting 
with British Foreign Minister 
James Callaghan, described 
as “an opportunity to ex¬ 
change views on American- 
European relations,’’ came 
after two days of talks be¬ 
tween Ford and Soviet 
Foreign Minister Andrei Gro¬ 
myko. 

Ford focused mainly on the 
problem of "violent crime 
and drew loud and frequent 
applause during his address 
at the annual convention of 
the International Association 
of Police Chiefs, especially 
when he referred to hahitual 
offenders. 

"We must make crime haz¬ 
ardous and very costly,’’ he 
said “We must ensure that 
swift and prolonged imprison¬ 
ment will inevitably follow 
each and every offence. Only 
then will we deter others from 
pursuing careers of crime.” 

"The time has come for all 
of us fo act," he said.

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Thousands could return now 

Not all need 
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Margaret Pilots want protection 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - A 
civil rights lawyer said Tues¬ 
day that thousands of war re¬ 
sisters could end their exile 
now without any amnesty on 
the strength of court decisions 
lendered alter the men left 
the United States. 

But In most cases they have 
not been Informed of the pos¬ 
sibilities open to them, ac¬ 
cording to Marvin Karpatkin 
of New York, general counsel 
of the American Civil Liber¬ 
ties Union. 

Karpatkin said he has writ¬ 
ten Attorney General William 
Saxbe urging a review of the 
files of "so-called evaders" to 
weed out the ones who are 
saved by rulings of the Su¬ 


preme Court and courts of ap¬ 
peal. 

But deputy assistant attor¬ 
ney general Kevin Maroney, 
who has been handling 
amnesty matters in the jus¬ 
tice department, told UPI that 
"we don’t contemplate indi¬ 
vidual review of such cases" 
unless the men return ami 
submit to legal jurisdiction. 

The White House estimated 
that 15,050 draft evaders are 
eligible for President Ford’s 
amnesty program. They must 
get in touch with the U*S. 
attorney in the area where 
their offence allegedly oe- 
curer, take an oath of alle¬ 
giance and agree to perform 
two years of alternative ser¬ 
vice. 


Karpatkin said there is no 
way cf estimating how many 
might be excused, for exam¬ 
ple, under a 1969 supreme 
court ruling that draft boards 
could not declare draftees 
"delinquent" for alleged fail¬ 
ure to obey regulations and 
then raise their status to 1-A. 

How many guys went to 
Canada before the delin¬ 
quency decision not knowing 
they could 'fight it?” Kar- 
patkin asked. 

Other cases which Kar¬ 
patkin said might affect men 
now' in Canada: 

• Federal court rulings 
that physical examinations 
were inadequate. Many local 
boards ignored claims for de¬ 
ferment based on physical de¬ 


fects, he said, until federal 
courts began to find that such 
treatment made induction 
orders illegal. 

• A series of decisions, 
later incorportated into feder¬ 
al law, requiring a draft 
board to give a rational i-ea- 
son for rejecting a conscien¬ 
tious objector or a person 
making any other claim. 

• In 1970, the supreme 
court ruled that conscientious 
objection could be based on 
sincere moral and ethical 
standards and not necessarily 
on religious doctrine in the or¬ 
thodox sense.

Olympic, owned by multi¬ 
millionaire Aristotle Onassis, 
has threatened to lock out its- 


pilots if they refuse to return. 

About 80 per tent of Olym¬ 
pic's pilots have joined the 
walkout which began Satur¬ 
day, forcing cancellation of 75 
per cent of its foreign and 
domestic flights and stranding 
hundreds of passengers at 
Athens airport. 

Olympic said the strike and 


ocher difficulties are costing 
the company $650,000 a day. 

The association of civil avi¬ 
ation pilots said they will con¬ 
tinue the strike until th%r re¬ 
ceive legal guarantees that 
the pilot survivor of any air 
crash cannot be arrested cm 
charges of negligence leading 
to manslaughter. 


Scot voters can learn 
from Alberta oil stick

IGNDON (CP) - Scottish 
voter* were told Tuesday they 
ean learn from Alberta's ex¬ 
ample and use oil to generate 
ny>re power for Scotland in 
British politics. 

Glasgow University political 
•dentist James Kellas, writ¬ 
ing .in The Scotsman, says: 
"The lesson Scotland can 
learn from Alberta is that po¬ 
litical power does come from 
oil wealth." 

But he adds that "two 
levels of government in one 
country can share that 
wealth.” 

Scotland's place In Britain 
has became a key issue in the 
current general campaign 
leading to the Oct. 10 general 
election. 

Ibe Scottish National party 
wants outright separation and 
independence. Labor, Conser¬ 
vative and Liberal sr'okesmen 
talk of giving ScotLnd more 
authority over its own affairs, 
perhaps along the lines of a 
Canadian province. 

Kellas notes in his news¬ 
paper article that "probably 
the most sensitive issue in 
Scottish politics today is who 
gete what from North Sea oil 
development” off the Scottish 
•oast. 

lie goe» on to desc ribe the 


Canadian federal system, 
which leaves the provincce 
with control over well-head 
prices and production while 
Ottawa controls interprovin¬ 
cial and international oil 
trade. 

Alberta's new oil wealth 
shows, he says, that Scotland 
does not need to break com¬ 
pletely with Britain to enjoy 
the benefits of future oil reve¬ 
nues. 

Even with Ottawa demand¬ 
ing a single national price for 
oil below world levels, Alberta 
will earn more than S900 mil¬ 
lion c year in royalties and 
taxes — equal to the total 
provincial budget of only six 
years ago, he said. 

He draws other parallels be¬ 
tween Scotland and Alberta. 


Scottish politicians, as do 
Albertans, are calling for a 
gradual development of oil re¬ 
serves, saving resources for 
future years and higher 
prices. With all-out develop¬ 
ment, Scottish reserves might 
be exhausted by the end of 
the century. 

And, he says, "Alberta, like 
Scotland, fears that it has lost 
much of the spin-off from oil 
development to the centres of 
large markets.”

Garden notes 


For the past several years 
now, I have been receiving a 
steadily increasing number of 
complaints in my mail about 
gladiolus changing color — or 
rather, losing their color and 
turning white. 

Bulbs of assorted varieties 
and colors are planted and 
grown for a season; the 
corms are dug up in the fall, 
stored over the winter, and 
replanted the following 
spring, whereupon nearly all 
of them bear white flowers! 

This is nothing new, of 
course. Some of my garden 
books, written 30 or 40 years 
ago, report instances of color 
changes in batches of gladio¬ 
lus, but in those days it was 
believed to be due to the fact 
that some of the white varie¬ 
ties multiply much more rap¬ 
idly than the colored kinds, 
and gradually over the years, 
any given batch of bulbs 
would contain an ever- 
incrcasing proportion of 
whites. 


One variety in particular, a 
glad called Snow Princess, 


multiplies like a rabbit, and is 
exceptionally vigorous and 
hardy to boot. 

With a few bulbs of Snow 
Princess in a collection, and 
with the dying off through 
natural causes of the weaker 
colored kinds, it isn’t long be¬ 
fore the gladiolus plot is 
almost a solid mass of white. 

The plant scientists and hor¬ 
ticultural experts have always 
stated positively that it is 
quite impossible for any indi¬ 
vidual gladiolus to change 
color, except in the very rare 
instances of “sporting,” and 
what appears to be a color 
change is nothing more than 
the swamping of a bulb col¬ 
lection by the more vigorous 
and prolific whites. * 

I have always gone along 
with these views until recent¬ 
ly. but now I am not so sure. 

★ * ★ 

An impressive number of 
cases is being retried to me 
where this theory just doesn't 
make sense. 

There ere folks, you know, 
who don’t care much for 
white flowers, and when they 


buy their bulbs, they make 
very sure that the varieties 
chosen are all the highly col¬ 
ored kinds. 

Yet even in those collec¬ 
tions, more and more spikes 
of white flowers have ap¬ 
peared. 

Obviously, no swamping 
could occur when no white 
varieties were planted, and I 
am forced to the conclusion 
that the bulbs are in fact 
changing color. 

My first thought was to look 
upon these changed white 
glads as sports, but spotting 
in an erratic phenomenon, ca¬ 
pable of producing any color 
under the sun, and it is most 
unlikely that all such sports 
should produce only white 
flowers. 

* * * 

To my mind, a much more 
.likely explanation is that the 
color change is produced by a 
virus infection, perhaps simi¬ 
lar to the virus causing those 
color streaks in the petals of 
tulips. 

But while this "breaking” 
in tulips is often a desirable 


thing, producing new and in¬ 
teresting color combinations, 
and with no apparent effect 
upon the health of the plants, 
the mysterious “something” 
which is infecting our glads 
should be fought tooth and 
nail. 

Not only is the color of the 
flower affected — and nobody 
wants a whole garden filled 
with nothing but white glads 
but the plants themselves 
appear weakly anti lacking in 
vigor. 

★ ★ ★ 

I have a strong hunch that 
this is a strain of our old 
enemy, the Aster Yellows 
virus, spread by leaf-hoppers, 
thrips, aphids and other sap¬ 
sucking pests who carry the 
infection from diseased to 
healthy plants on their little 
hypodermic sap-sucking din¬ 
guses 

There is no known cure for 
a virus infection in a plan!, 
and our only hope of getting 
this trouble under control lies 
in keeping down the bugs, and 
in pulling up and burning 
every suspicious-looking 
plant.

My plan for stopping inflation In- 
cutting wages 25 per cent and prices 50 
per cent has not caught on yet, and I 
see that even my owr\ newspaper is still 
printing the abstruse haunderings of 
John Kenneth Galbraith and oilier be¬ 
fuddled professional economists. 

Once again 1 am reminded of the 
truth of the biblical aphorism that (i 
prophet is without honor in his own 
house. 

My proposal is not wholly, without 
support, however. Jerry Rohlfing, of 
Hollywood, himself an independent 
thinker, is among several—who see 
merit in my plan and have sent con¬ 
gratulations. 

'I have never formulated the uni¬ 
fied solution as simply as you did,” 
Rholfing writes. At the same time he 
suggests a measure of his own. “When 
ever I hear the argument that salaries 
of government officials must be raised 
to ‘bring them into line’ with executive 
salaries in private business,” he says, 
I counter by saying we should lower 
the executive salaries instead.” 

I see no reason why this idea could 
not be fitted into my program, unless, 
as seems likely on second thought, my 
program would make it unnecessary. 

★ ★ ★ 

Rohlfing concedes that our solutions 
to inflation would probably bring on an 
old fashioned depression of the kind we 
had in the 1930s, but he points out that 
our willingness to accept thi<f”in prefer¬ 


ence to inflation merely reflects our 
“intuitive genius.” 

“We’re supported.” be says, "by 
the fjnancial wizard Harry Brown, au¬ 
thor of How to Profit from the Coming 
Devaluation, who feels that periodic 
depressions are the only alternative to 
the much worse disaster of runaway 
inflation, and *that the longer we put off 
a depression by goverment action, the 
worse it will eventually be.” 

If the Smith-Rohlfing plan sounds a 
bit radical for these times, in which we 
are caught in a swing toward the con¬ 
servative, it is certainly not as radical 
as the proposal sent in by a Mrs. 
George E. Halstad. 

“I also have a plan,” she writes, 
“not only to stop inflation but to stop ju¬ 
venile delinquency, and unemployment 
and divorce. It's really very simple. All 
women will quit working. Now doesn’t 
that make sense?” Mrs. Halstad signs 
her letter. "A working wife and 
mother.” 

If there is anything that would drive 
me screaming into the camp of the mil¬ 
itant feminists it would be the threat of 
a society in which all women quit work¬ 
ing and stayed home. 

Mrs. Halstad evidently imagines 
that if women quit working outside the 
home all our children would turn out as 
good as Buster Brown, unemployed 
men would snap up the jobs vacated by 
their wives and daughters, and domes¬ 
tic tranquility would be restored. 


On the contrary, I find the prospect 
of an all-male work force ghastly 
beyond any social madness the human 
race has yet inflicted on itself. 

Imagine. A man kisses his wife 
goodbye at their doorstep and sets out 
on another dismal day at the office. The 
Eskimo leaving his igloo to hunt polar 
bears on the icy waste would not face a 
bleaker landscape. 

Picture downtown without working 
women. Nothing but men on the side¬ 
walks. Nothing but'men in every office. 
Men at every desk. Men behind the 
counter in’the coffee shops. Men on the 
bus. Men in the boutiques. Men in the 
airline ticket offices. Men at the lin¬ 
gerie counter in the department stores. 
Men only in the library. Men only at the 
local pub. ^ 

Such a world is comparable only to 
one other I can imagine—the world of 
prison. But in this womanless prison 
every man would be free, and by noon 
of the first day, I predict, every one of 
them would have gone home. 

As I say. it is a landscape too 
ghastly to imagine. I have had a 
glimpse of what it might be like, 
though. During the war I lived for nine 
months with 20,000 men During that 
period I never saw^ woman. 

I made up my mind then that r 
would never again join anything from 
which women were excluded. I’d rather 
take a 25 per cent pay cut and go 
through another great depression.

OTTAWA, SEPTEMBER 18, 1974 
APPLICATIONS BY CABLE TELEVISION 
LICENSEES FOR CHANGES IN FEES 
TO SUBSCRIBERS 

The Canadian Radio-Television Commission, in carrying 
out its mandate under the Broadcasting Act to regulate 
and supervise all aspects of the Canadian broadcasting 
system, requires that no fee may be charged by licensees 
of cable television systems (broadcasting receiving under¬ 
takings) for any service provided by them in excess of the 
amount approved by the Commission. Accordingly, prior 
to implementing any increase in the fees charged by 
them, licensees of cable television systems must apply to 
the Commission for approval. 

The Commission has dealt with a considerable number of 
fee increase applications since its inception in 1968. In 
doing so. the Commission has evolved a set of criteria 
to be taken Into account in judging such applications. 
These criteria are based on the view that the predominant 
role of cable television undertakings now and in the fore¬ 
seeable future is to provide broadcast signals and other 
similar program material and services to their subscrib¬ 
ers. Thus, as the Broadcasting Act sets out, cable tele¬ 
vision systems are an integral part of the single Canadian 
broadcasting system. 

The criteria which the Commission considers must be 
taken into account in judging fee increase applications are: 

(a) the quality of service presently provided by the 
licensee, with particular reference to compliance 
by the applicant with Commission policy require¬ 
ments; 

(b) proposed additions to or improvements in service, 
including, without limitation: 

(i) the introduction of additional channels In ac¬ 
cordance with CRTC policy requirements; 

(ii) the introduction or improvement of commun¬ 
ity programming; 

(iii) the introduction of new forms of local origi¬ 
nation services; 

(Iv) the improvement of the technical quality of 
the service provided beyond minimum re¬ 
quirements; 

(v) the introduction of converter service; and 
Cvi) the role of the licensee in the development 
and strengthening of the broadcasting system 
in its area; 

fc) the variance of the fees proposed from those gen¬ 
erally in effect in the region; 

(d) the desirability of reasonable cost sharing to fi¬ 
nance the expansion of cable television service 
within the region in which the licensee’s system 
is located; 

(e) economic need taking into account such factors as: 
(i) the efficiency of the management of the 

system; 

(li) the financial projections filed with the initial 
or renewal applications; 

(iii) the factors which have led to the variance 
from such projections: and 
(lv) any other factors which have led to the al¬ 
leged economic need; and 

(f) other criteria having particular reference or con¬ 
cern to the licensee and to the area and the sub¬ 
scribers served by it. 

In dealing with applications for changes in subscriber fees, 
the Commission expects each applicant to indicate the 
criteria it relies upon and to set out in precise and thor¬ 
ough detail the reasons why such criteria would justify 
approval by the Commission of the proposed change in 
fee. Where an application meets this requirement, and 
the application is otherwise complete, it will be placed 
on the agenda of the next following public hearing to be 
held in the region where the cable system concerned is 
located and heard and determined in accordance with the 
Commission’s Rules of Procedure. In view of the number 
of hearings held by the Commission in the several regions 
of Canada during each year, it is anticipated that all such 
applications will be promptly heard and determined. 
Licensees who have filed applications for changes in fees 
with the Commission and who may wish to submit further 
Information to supplement their applications in order to 
ensure they deal adequately with these criteria should 
advise the Commission immediately that they intend to 
do so and submit the further information as soon as 
possible. 

This announcement is intended *to consolidate and clarify 
the Commission’s views and procedures with regard to 
applications for changes in cable television’s subscriber 
fees in order to ensure that all such applications are dealt 
with expeditiously and in the public interest. If it appears 
that other procedures are required, they will be introduced.

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Socreds back off battle with unions

HARRISON HOT SPRINGS 
— The moderate* among the 
more than 300 people attend¬ 
ing the two-day Social Credit 
policy workshop here appear 
to havd won the battle of the 
resolutions. 

Whep, delegates and re¬ 
source people got together 
Monday morning they were 
faced with many up-country 
proposals well to the right of 
centre end many of them 
openly inviting head-on con¬ 
frontation with trade unions. 

By the time those resolu¬ 
tions reached the general as¬ 
sembly Tuesday afternoon, 
much of the vitriol had been 
removed or particularly harsh 
resolutions had been rejected 
entirely. 

One resolution had called 
for the abolition of the closed 
*hop, another for the re-insti¬ 
tution of the govemment- 
aupervised strike vote. Both 
resolutions were rejected as 
unworkable or backward by 
committee chairman Weldon 


Jubenville, former president 
of the Duncan IWA. 

In his report to the full con¬ 
vention after 16 separate 
workshops had concluded 
their sfiiidy aessions Tuesday 
morning, Jubenville asked the 
Social Credit party to consid¬ 
er calling for a reduction of 
the official work week from 44 
to 40 hours; to give special at- 
lentlon to unorganized 
workers in the province, com¬ 
prising roughly 60 per cent of 
ihe work force, and to in¬ 
crease official annual vaca¬ 
tions from two weeks to three. 

Former attorney-general 
I^eslie Peterson presented the 
policy statement prepared by 
the committee studying law 
and the people. 

That committee called on 
the Social Credit party to obli¬ 
gate itself to enact a provin¬ 
cial bill of rights modelled on 
the federal bill of rights to 
counteract "Hie genuine con¬ 
cern about the encroachment 
of Individual freedom by the 
present government.” 

The law and the people 
committee also called for a 


promise from Social Credit 
that, if returned to power, K 
would immediately inves¬ 
tigate the dramatic Increase 
\n power of ministerial and 
administrative people and act 
"to return the law of the prov¬ 
ince to the people." 

The committee also went on 
record as being concerned 
with "the trend toward cen¬ 
tralized police powers in the 


hands of the provincial gov¬ 
ernment,” and called for 
every effort to be made to 
halt the trend toward central¬ 
ization. 

Peterson also told the con¬ 
vention that his committee 
would like to see court-ap¬ 
pearance schedules speeded 
up because courts’ justice de¬ 
layed can very often amount 
to "justice denied.” 


Bennett can go to hell 
- Munro tells convention 


VANCOUVER (CP) - Jack 
Munro, western regional pres¬ 
ident of the international 
Woodworkers of America, had 
a ready retort Monday when 
criticized by Social Credjt 
leader William Bennett for 
not attending a party work¬ 
shop at Harrison Hot Springs. 

Munro told the IWA conven¬ 
tion that he hed been told by 
the news media of Bennett’s 


criticism of him for not ac¬ 
cepting an invitation to the 
Social Credit gathering. 

"Well the news media can 
tell Bill Bennett to go to hell." 
the leader of the province’s 
largest union said to cheers 
from the delegates. 

"I don’t have to go to anv 
conference to find out wfta t 
Socreds think of organized 
labor.” 


The committee studying for¬ 
estry asked that Social Credit 
make formal policy a party 
commitment that if returned 
to power it would "as soon as 
possible and at a time which 
will best serve the interests of 
the people of B.C.” dispose of 
all its forest products assets. 

The committee on consumer 
affairs came through as ex- 
' pected with criticism of the 
Insurance Corporation of B.C. 

A series of resolutions 
called for the discontinuation 
of the $10 driver’s certificate; 
for private insurance compa¬ 
nies to compete with ICBC; 
and for the crown corporation 
to operate on at least a break¬ 
even basis. 

The committee also called 
for the bonding of all travel 
agents and tour operators in 
B.C. as protection against 
business failures which in re¬ 
cent months have stranded 
thousands of passengers in 
foreign countries. 

The committee on land and 
housing also came in on cue 
with recommendations calling 
for private enterprise to be 
encouraged to end the housing 
crisis. 

There is sufficient non- 


agricultural land available in 
the Lower Mainland to look 
after the housing needs of 
that area for 20 years,” said 
committee chairman Alex 
Fraser. "If the government 
provided the climate, private 
enterprise would go ahead 
and many of the present 
delays in building houses 
would disappear.” 

The workshop on energy I 
with Dr. Gordon Shrum, 
former chairman of B.C. I 
Hydro, participating, came , 
through with the heaviest set 
of recommendations.

Mercury 
struck 
by space 

intruder 


PASADENA Calif. (UPI) 
The planet Mercury was 
sideswiped billions of years 
ago by a hit-and-run intruder 
from space that left a sizable 
dent. 

Scientists at Cal Tech’s Jet 
Propulsion Laboratory Mon¬ 
day made public photos of 
previously unseen areas of 
Mercury, taken by the Mari¬ 
ner 10 spacecraft during the 
weekend. 

Mariner, making its second 
encounter with Mercury, dis¬ 
closed that the planet was hit 
during the formative years of 
the solar system by an object 
60 to 120 miles in diameter, 
moving at more than 10,000 
miles an hour. 

The passerby gouged out a 
780-mile long channel, which 
has been named “Caloris,” on 
the sunward side of Mercury, 
said NASA astrogeologist 
Donald Gault. 

The impact must have been 
“a million times a million” 
greater than the meteor that 
left Meteor Crater, a depres¬ 
sion a mile wide and 600 feet 
deep formed centuries ago 
near what is now Winslow, 
Ariz., Gault said. 

The photos, some of the 500 
Mariner 10 took, also showed 
a smaller crater on the op¬ 
posite side of Mercury. Gault 
theorized the crater could 
have been formed by seismic 
waves from the impact at Ca¬ 
loris, or by a piece of the 
celestial body that broke off 
and followed its own trajecto¬ 
ry to the planet. 

Dr. Robert Strom of the 
University of Arizona, a 
member of the Mariner televi¬ 
sion camera team, said the 
latest findings show that 
‘ Mercury probably has a very 
massive core of iron.” 

Although only a third the 
size of earth. Mercury, the 
smallest planet in the solar 
system, is almost as dense, 
indicating a core “that is per¬ 
haps 50 per cent iron com¬ 
pared with earth's core that is 
16 per cent iron by volume,” 
Strom said. 

Mercury apparently under¬ 
went a period of heavy vol¬ 
canic activity, Strom said. 
Earlier space explorers 
showed there were once vol¬ 
canoes on the moon, Venus 
and Mars, he said, apparently 
indicating that all the ‘‘inner 
planets” underwent a stage of 
internal heating that caused 
volcanoes.

A gitxjp of scientists is on a 
serious-minded search for the 
legendary man-beast “big- 
foot,” also known in various 
parts of the world as ‘‘sas- 
(I'tatch” or "yeti.” 

The latest search was trig¬ 
gered by the finding of ap¬ 
parently human hair near 
huge, man-like footprint near 
St. Helens. 

Robert Morgan, director of 
the American yeti expedition, 
said from a search base camp 
Monday that the hair and 
giant footprints were found 
about a month ago by 
trackers in a dense forest. 

The trackers were starting 
to cross a creek when they no¬ 
ticed a very fresh scuff mark 
on a moss-covered rock where 
they found hair strands.

This “Illustrated Fashion 
New*” is published tt> give 
you an idea of the clothes 
available In Victoria now, and 
to suggest ways of wearing 
them with a 1974 flair. 

Even though you may not 
suy the actual garments, the 
photographs illustrate some of 
the ways this year’s, and last 
year’s, clothes can be adapted 
for your personal style. 

The news in general: 

As everyone know's the fash¬ 
ion industry people are WO 
per cent sure that women are 
all going to wear long skirts. 
They evfcn refer to them as 
‘ longsklrts,” implying that 
there really Isn’t any other 
kind of skirt in existence. 

Victorians in the fashion 
business aren’t so sure. 

“There is a negative atti¬ 
tude on the part of most cus- 
t o m e r s , except the 
youngsters,’’ admits one fash¬ 
ion advisor. 

The new lengths and looks 
In Victoria Include almost 
anything shown in magazines, 
from Harpers’ Bazaar to Cha¬ 
telaine. As you can see from 
the photographs, many of 
them are more “wearable’’ 
than the fashion magazines' 
exaggerated styles. 

One thing to keep in mind: 
These are not clothes you can 
drop in and try on in your 
flat-heeled shoes-for-shopping, 
your hair rain-flattened. 

“Oh, no, I look a thousand 
years old 1 ’ is the inevitable 
reaction. 


The manager of an Import 
department catering to older 
women says it really isn’t all 
that bad, if you give it a fair 
trial. 

“One customer came in 
straight from the hairdress¬ 
er’s, wearing suitably dressy 
shoes, Jusft to see what the 
longer skirts looked like. She 
was in the right mood and 
suddenly she realized she 
looked great. It can be rather 
fun, you know'.’’ 

Young customers don’t need 
much selling. In a store that 
sells sportswear co-ordinates 
\to both age groups the young 
salespeople welcomed the 
long 6kirts. 

“It’s so nice <b be able to 
find something feminine to 
wear after jeans and pant¬ 
suits. We’re delighted.” 

What makes the look? 

The long scarf, the big 
shawl, the great capes, the 
fur-trimmed sweaters, belts, 
gold chain jewelry' and, most 
important, long full skirts. 

The skirts are supposed to 
be just below knee for conser¬ 
vative outfits but go to mid¬ 
calf or longer. There are 
dirndl skirts, flared skirts, 
knife - pleated skirts. Swing 
skirts are circular, semi¬ 
circular, gored or bias-cut. 

It's Interesting to note that 
nearly all the sketches in the 
Canadian fashion industry 
trade magazine Style show 
these skirts with boots. The 
little bit of leg left showing 
between hem and boot is 
oddly out of proportion under 
the bulkier mid-calf skirts, so

Do we want to wear them? 

Definitely not in Victoria. 

Classic clothes, the kind you 
can wear easily to town or to 
work, are available for the 
less adventurous (synony¬ 
mous with stick-in-the-mud 
according to Toronto fashion 
writers). ~ 

Well-designed shirtwaists, 
some eye-catching knits, clas¬ 
sic suits and a very wide 
range of pantsuits have been 
chosen by local buyers for the 
women who like to dress well 
but haven't the' time to put all 
the tarns, scarves, chains, 
belts and boots together. 

Most women will probably 
buy some of the new’ acces¬ 
sories, but they’re not obliged 
to rush right out. The classics 
can w'ait because they stand 
on their own. 

At the other end of the scale 
are the top fashion couturier 
designs, also available in 
some Victoria shops for those 
who can afford them. These 
are imports from New York, 
London, Paris and Italian de¬ 
sign houses. Prices are high, 
so general interest is limited 
to w indow-shopping or brows¬ 
ing for Ideas. 

There is some good new's. 
Removal of the 12 per cent 
sales tax has brought prices 
down in some men’s and wo¬ 
men's clothes. 

Example: One pure wool 
pant suit has dropped about 
S5 from last year’s $65 retail 
price. 

A few' Importers managed 
to save by holding shipments 
in customs until the govern¬ 
ment made it’s final an¬ 
nouncement. 

In general though it's a 
hold-the-line situation. Re¬ 
tailers give three main rea¬ 
sons : 


• Labor costs at the man¬ 
ufacturing level, which make 
it more economical to send 
fabrics to Hong Kong or Tai¬ 
wan, have the garments made 
up there and shipped back. 
This is cheaper in spite of 
duty paid on the finished gar¬ 
ments coming back to Cana¬ 
da. 

• Increased prices of syn¬ 
thetic fabrics. (The petroleum 
products shortage has made 
pure w'ool a better buy than it 
has been for the past few’ 
years! 


• Increased taxes, rents 
and labor costs at the retail 
level. 

In spite of this many Cana¬ 
dian manufacturers have kept 
prices clo^a to last year’s. 
Local retailers are pleased at 
the variety of dresses and 
pantsuits they can still sell for 
under $50, or even under $30. 

One thing that really is 
cheaper than it was 20 years 
ago: A mink coat which sold 
for $3,500 in 1953 c xild now be 
bought for $3,000 

Victoria women can dress 


in anything from Paris cou¬ 
turier to 520 discount store 
pantsuits, and still wear 
shorter skirts if they prefer. 

The one item w’here there 
are no bargains on the hori¬ 
zon: Shoes. leather and labor 
costs are still climbing.

NEW YORK (AP) — The 
focus was on sportswear as 
Israel’s 39 top ready-to-wear 
manufacturers unveiled their 
spring and summer fashions 
in a week-long show here. 

Knitwear, T-shirts, swim¬ 
suits and sweaters were 
among the most heavily re¬ 
presented fashions at the 
show last week. 

Manufacturers. however, 
rolled out a large selection of 
dresses, leatherwear and 
coats. The tendency in fabrics 
and fibres is toward the natu¬ 
ral, with cotton variations 
predominating. Duck, canvas, 
chambray, voile and a blend 
of cotton and polyester are 
among the most generally ac¬ 
cepted. 

The bare look Is favored In 
T-shirts and sweaters, with 
plenty of halters around, co¬ 
ordinated with cardigans. 


There also is a feeling for the 
peasant, with camisoles and 
off-the-shoulder tops making 
the point. 

The most Interesting 
dresses copy the caftan, with 
a flavor of Israel. These are 
big and easy shapes in tex¬ 
tured, striped cottons.

Shorten the skirts? Many 
knits have patterned borders 
at tha hem which can hardly 
be chopped off.

buy them because they’ll feel 
wrong in short skirts - - which 
they may some day. But 
salesmen have been wrong 
about Victoria before.” 

Perhaps the strongest com¬ 
ment came from er man 
whose attention was drawn to 
a singer on TV. Told that tha 
singer was wearing every¬ 
thing exactly right for the 
new look, he was asked his 
opinion: “God-awful!”

TORONTO — Womens 


standard sizes, long a gleam 
In the eye of many retailers, 
consumers’ associations and 


standards-setters and a few 


apparel manufacturers, are 
coming close to reality. 


Draft standards, based on 
measurement* of 10,000 


women, are actually prepared 
and are now out In the hands 


of industry members, re¬ 
tailers and consumers’ groups 
to be' examined for their ap¬ 
plicability. 


There are two basic sys¬ 
tems established, one for ‘all- 
over” garments (top to toe or 
top only) and one for below- 
waist. The first uses bust and 
hip as the determinant mea¬ 
surements. the second uses 
waist and hip. 


Within each of the systems, 
there is a long list of “depen¬ 
dent” measurements detailed 
enough to sculpt a mannequin 
from. For example, in the 
first system there are 19 hori¬ 
zontal measurements and 15 
vertical, including such things 
as average neck base girth, 
neck to wliist length, distance 
around the underarm, etc. 

Once the various measure¬ 
ments making up the wo¬ 
men’s standard size body are 
agreed upon. Next chore for 
the researchers will be to 
translate the body measure¬ 
ments into garment sizine.

A buyer for a 
chain of B.C. stores whose 
customers are mainly in their 
early twenties, says the 
frilly gimmicks have gone.

’ Tailored high-fashion quality 
clot lies are now being worn 
by a generation of younger 
people who’ve hardly had 
time to fade their Levis.

Among the best bargain* for 
home cewer* this year are the 
new imitation suedee which 
behave even better than the 
real thing: they don’t spot in 
the rain. 

There are two kind*. The 
hand-washable variety is a 
blend of 50 per cent urethane, 
40 per cent cotton end 10 per 
cent rayon. Slightly heavier is 
the blend of 86 per cent acryl¬ 
ic and 12 per cent rayon 
which muat be dry-cleaned. 

Price* range from $11 to $18 
a yard. But one ready-made 
pantsuit of the suede-like fab¬ 
ric has e price tag of over 
$250. 

It’a a versatile material for 
suits, dresses, even coats.

The 45 per cent wool, 55 per 
cent polyester combination 
keeps its shape beautifully. 



Incidentally, the experts

pure wool, the blends have a 
lot going for them including 
strength and the ability to 
keep their shape. 

In any case some of the 
blends look so much like 
hand-woven tweed* even the 
expert* have to check the 
label* to make sure. 

These heavier tweeds come 
in deep rich colors and would 
be excellent for reversiible 
capes or coats. 

For suits and dresses, dou¬ 
ble knits are available in solid 
color* with co-ordinating color 
print*. 

Speaking of checking labels, 
the polyester satins with in¬ 
teresting prints look exactly 
like real de-lustered satins. 
The floral-on-black prints are 
fabulous for evening (see 
cover, and evening dress pic¬ 
tures on Page 24.) 

Also strong for winter are 
velvets in rich earth tones, 
and some dramatic trevira- 
lurex blends in gold and 
silver. Prices vary, but at any 
price these materials sewn at 
home bring tremendous sav¬ 
ings compared to some of die 
expensive lines of ready¬ 
mades.

Arab emir tells industrial world:

The Emir of Abu Dhabi,

Arab radio stations piloted 
Zayed as telling a meeting of 
foreign ambassadors in Abu 
Dhahi. "It would be unjust to 
discuss ways of reducing oil 
price* while the cost of other 
commodifies remained as 
they were." 

He -said oil prices were the 
only [trices which had re¬ 
mained stable for the past 20 
years. 

'Now industrial countries’ 
attempt to exploit the situa- 


tion simply because oil- 
producing nations have asked 
for their rights." he said. 

Sultan said a new phase in 
relations between producers 
and consumers should begin, 
and "this pha^e should be 
based on justice and equab¬ 
ly.” 

Other oil-producing coun¬ 
tries reacted with surprise, 
concern and indignation to 
Ford’s speech in IVtioit Mon¬ 
day. 

A Beirut newspaper de¬ 
clared the Arabs had been 


threatened with nuclear war. 
Officials reacted more cau¬ 
tiously. A spokesman for the 
20-nation Arab league said, 
“If ihe United States wants 
eo-of«ration with the Arabs, 
one would expect • different 
words from Ford and Kis- 
singer.”

Mother Cecilia’s - cross-ex¬ 
amination by Branson — now 
entering its fifth day — was 
interrupted early Tuesday by 
a question about who repre¬ 
sented her in the action. 

The question arose when 
she refused one of Branson’s 
questions “unless my lawyer 
is present.” 

Asked by McKay who was 
representing her in the case, 
she replied: “No one.” 

“We’re back to whether 
you’re a plaintiff in this case 
or not,” McKay said wearily. 
(Mother Cecilia had said Fri¬ 
day she did not consider her¬ 
self a part of the case but she 
later agreed to carry on as a 
plaintiff to support the other 
sisters.) 

After a consultation with 
her counsel, Hugh McMillan, 
Mother Cecilia again agreed 
to continue with the case. 


Under questioning by Bran¬ 
son, Mother Cecilia said she 
had written the Vatican in 
early 1964, eomplainir^g about 
the way the society bad been 
run after her retirement as 
mother prioress in 1961. 

That letter resulted in an 
apostolic visitation (an of¬ 
ficial investigation of the af- 
tairs of the society) by Father 
Andrew Keeber shortly after¬ 
wards, she testified. 

In his report on the visita- 
t Lo n , Branson suggested, 
K^ber responded to Mother 
Cedilta’s charge that a hotel 
belonging to the society had 
been sold at a loss of $55,000. 
Keeber reported that Mother 
Cecilia had arranged for the 
sale without consulting either 
the bishop or the society’s 
•members. 

When the bishop discovered 
the sale had been arranged, 
Keeber wrote, he ordered it 
halted. After lengthy meet¬ 
ings with lawyers, the sale 
w-as allowed, although the so¬ 
ciety “lost” interest on mort¬ 
gages that Mother Cecilia had 
arranged, Branson said. 

“That’s beautifully cooked 
up,” Mother Cecilia snapped 
after Branson finished. 

She said she had been asked 
to arrange the sale by the 
then-mother prioress, Mother 
Ursula Bain (who has since 
died). 

Mother Cecilia also denied 
telling Keeber she would sac¬ 
rifice receiving the sacra¬ 
ments of the church if faced 
with a choice between them 
and continuing with her care 
of animals. 

Mother Cecilia wrote the 
Vatican again in 1965 which 
resulted in another apostolic 
visitation by Keeber. 

Shortly after that visitation, 
he served her and the other 
plaintiffs with a letter from 
the senior member of the 
church hierarchy in Canada, 
in which that official said the 
animal shelter would have to 
be closed -and the sisters 
would have to return to their 
priory “within five days.” 

They did not do so. 

It w^as at this point that 
Mother Cecilia entered into 
the correspondence with Hill¬ 
yer.

It has submitted a 
lengthy report to the minister 
carrying recommendations on 
such questions as utilities ser¬ 
vices, fire and police protec¬ 
tion, finance and taxation and 
boundaries. 

Committee chairman Rod 
Glen said Tuesday that the 
meeting with the minister will 
take place in Victoria late 
Thursday afternoon. One of 
the main questions will be 
whether the tentative voting 
date allows time for voters to 
be fully informed on the 
various aspects of the amal¬ 
gamation. • 

The boundaries of the new 
city would be extended to in¬ 
clude part of Lantzvillc, all of 
Wellington, Northfield and 
Departure Bay and parts of 
the Mountain, Chase River, 
Extension and Cedar districts.

PORT ALBERNI - Mac¬ 
Millan Bloedel has started 
construction on a second elec- 
trostatic precipitator at its Al¬ 
berni Pulp and Paper mill to 
further reduce stack emis¬ 
sions. 

The new equipment, along 
with other already in opera¬ 
tion, will recover and recycle 
chemicals used in producing 
860 tons of pulp a day. 

Harry Rankin, manager of 
steam and engineering at Al¬ 
pulp, said the new precipita¬ 
tor, which will cost $500,000, 
incorporates the most up-to- 
daie design features and with 
the existing unit, will reduce 
saltcake emissions from the 
No. 1 boiler significantly. 

The mill’s other two chemi¬ 
cal recovery boilers each 
have a pair of precipilatars 
arranged in sequence. 
Streams of chemical-bearing 
exhaust gases pass through 
one precipitator into the next 
and saltcake is removed in a 
fine powder, which is recycled 
back into the pulp-making 
process.

Copper mine vote 
put off indefinitely 


PORT HARDY-A vote by 
50 employees of the Island 
Copper mine to ratify a con¬ 
tract aimed at ending their 
six-week strike has been post¬ 
poned indefinitely. 

Tiio workers, members of 
the Office and Technical Em¬ 
ployees Union, were to have 
voted Tuesday on the tentat¬ 
ive agreement, reached dur¬ 
ing a marathon bargaining 
session during the weekend. 

However, union simkesmen 
said union president Bill 
Swanson, whose attendance 
was required at the ratifica¬ 
tion meeting, was unable to 


fly in from Vancouver be¬ 
cause of fog. 

The mine, owned by Utah 
Mines Ltd., has been shut 
down since Aug. 1 when 
miners belonging to the Inter¬ 
national Union of Operating 
Engineers refused to cross 
OTEU picket lines. The 
miners blockaded about 20 
management personnel at the 
mine site last week. 

The 600 miners are demand- 
ing cost-of-living adjustments 
in their current contracl with 
Island Copper and talks in 
that dispute are due to start 
later this week. * 


Council of Forest Industries 
president G. L. Draeseke said 
Tuesday that layoffs have in¬ 
creased 22 per cent in the last 
two weeks from 8,181 to 9,968. 
and will shortly top 10,000 by 
500. 

He called on the provincial 
government to reduce stum- 
page fees — a form of re¬ 
source tax on harvested trees. 

But rVVA spokesman Femie 
Viala said the solution lies in 
governments making more 
mortgage money available to 
spark the eco nomy. 

“We hope this happens 
sooner rather than later/’ 
said Viala. 

Draeseke said lumber 
prices are set by world-wide 
supply and demand,, since 
B.C. exports 80 per cent of 
lumber harvested.

However, he added, B.C. 
slumpage charges are based 
on an estimate of the dif¬ 
ference between cost and 


market price, and the cost al¬ 
lowance is unrealistically low 
because it is based on the 
average of the past five 
years. 

The council has aksed the 
province to use a two-year 
term to estimate costs and so 
lower stumpage fees. 

Such a move, according to 
the council, would ease 
layoffs. 

Viala said the problem lies 
with the industry which is try¬ 
ing to maintain profits at the 
1972-73 levels. 

“These were tremendous 
years for the industry, but now 
the markets have gone sour 
on them. 

“I didn’t hear the industry 
say during those good years 
that they were making so 
much money they should pay 
higher stumpage rates, or 
share their profits with the 
workers.” said Viala. 

“Now they want lower 
stumpage rates, and they are 
laying off workers, simply to 
maintain the level they 


reached in those years. There 
is ncH way profits can stay up 
at tturt level this year.

Mother Cecilia Mary Dodd 
at least investigated the possi¬ 
bility of quitting the Roman 
Catholic Church and joining 
another one in 1965, surprise 
evidence in B.C. Supreme 
Court Tuesday showed. 

The evidence came in the 
form of two letters written by 
the 85-year-old founder of the 
Society of the Love of Je*is to 
Bishop Nelson D. Hillyer 
identified as a member of the 
“Old Roman Catholic 
Church,’’ in September. 1965. 

The letters were produced 
as surprise evidence by de¬ 
fence counsel Cecil Branson 
immediately after Mother Ce¬ 
cilia testified she had never 
had any corresppndence with 
any member of the Old Ro¬ 
man- Catholic Chtt’ch. a group 


which broke from the Roman 
Catholic Church in Germany 
in the 1870s. 

She said she had received a 
letter from Hillyer in 1965 but 
added she “never even both¬ 
ered to answer.” 


In her first letter, mother 
Cecilia asked Hillyer what 
would be required to join his 
church. 

In the-second, she invited 
him to visit her at her Mill 
Bay animal shelter and en¬ 
closed a $250 cheque to pay 
his fare there from Toronto. 

Hillyer did visit the sisters, 
she testified, shortly after she 
sent him the money. 

But Mother Cecilia denied 
Branson’s suggestion that she 
and six other nuns at the ani¬ 
mal shelter were told they 
would have to take a vow’ of 
obedience to join the Old 
Roman Catholic Church and

In contrast to acupuncture, 
which has been used for cen¬ 
turies in China, shiatsu was 
developed just 40 years ago in 
Japan by Namikoshi’s father. 

Shiatsu translates literally 
as finger pressure and that's 
all there is to the technique, 
said Namikoshi, in Vancouver 
recently to spread the word of 
the healing method.

70-year sea link is broken

Iziss of the 70-year-old Ca¬ 
nadian Pacific ferry service 
between Victoria and Seattle 
might create a « bottleneck in 
summer tourist traffic be¬ 
tween Washington and south¬ 
ern Vancouver Island, two 
Washington ferry service of¬ 
ficials said Tuesday night. 


CP Rail announced earlier 
lhal it will discontinue it* Vlr- 
toria-Seattle-Port Angeles ser¬ 
vice and sell the 2,000-passen- 
gei ship Princess Marguerite 
when the season end* Sept. 
, 10 . 

Barry Margetts, « general 
manager of costal marine 
operations for CP Rail, tpld a 
press conference the ship has 
incurred deficits totalling 


$272,000 during the past three 
years and could noi be con¬ 
tinued as a viable operation. 

“Unfortunately, this -ship 
can no longer provide the 
Duality cl service the travel¬ 
ing public has conrffe to ex¬ 
pect, “ he said. 

In separate interviews, a 
Washington Stale Ferry Ser¬ 
vice official and a Black Ball 
Keriy official agreed that the 


ioss of the Princess Mar¬ 
guerite during the summer 
tourist season would present 
problems” lo their ferry sfer- 
v ices, r 

“The Marguerite was a big 
tourist attraction in Seattle,’' 
said Ralph White, Washington 
State Ferries assistant gener¬ 
al manager. “It means that 
next summer an awlul lot of 
oui residents will be taking to 


their cars to visit Victoria and 
this additional load on our 
system will create problems.” 

White said the company’s 
run from Anacortes, Wash., to 
Sidney had plenty of room for 
foot passengers but during the 
summer season there were 
always long line-ups at both 
ends of the run and, with the

OTTAWA (CP) — Premier Barrett said Tues¬ 
day Ottawa now seems to have accepted as inevitable 
the coasta! tanker transport of Alaska oil. yet has 
ignored repeated requests for information on facilities 
available to combat a major oil spill. 

Barrett, at A federal-provin¬ 
cial luncheon attended by 
B.C.'s NDP and Tory MPs. 
said he has hired an environ¬ 
mental research firm to pre¬ 
pare a .report on what could 
l»e done if.a large spill occurs, 
and expects the report to he 
completed by the middle of 
October. 

He also said provincial and 
•inter-provincial ferry services 
in all regions of Canada re¬ 
ceive “substantial federal as¬ 
sistance" except the B.C. fer¬ 
ries, although they are part of 
the Trans-Canada Highway 
system. 

He predicted B.C. Ferries 
will lose about $20 million this 
year. 

"They always have lost 
money and always will," he 
said, “but it is a vital service 
and shouldn’t he the only such 
system in the nation receiving 
no federal subsidies.” 

Ten Conservative MPs and 
both New Democratic Party 
MPs .{.lined Barrett ami sever¬ 
al members of his cabinet in 
condemning the Trudeau gov¬ 
ernment for:
